GEN. LEE’S CABLEGRAMS TO OLNEY. 


Official Copy of the Correspondence 
Is Transmitted to the Senate 
Showing His Requests. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Olney sent to the Senate today a 
mass of correspondence in relation to Amer- 
icans arrested in Cuba, this action being 
taken in response to a resolution adopted 
reveral days ago. It was asked that the 
State Department would communicate 
whatever could be given out with propriety 
ard not incompatible with diplomatic 
usage. There is no likelihood of any further 
action in regard to Ouba at this session of 
Congress, but all the information obtaln- 
able is desirable for future use. 

The most important documents are the 
telegrams in the case of Charles Scott, 
which are as follows, being telegrams sent 
by Consul-General Fitzhugh Lee to the State 
Department. No replies from the State De- 
partment are given in this casé: 

‘On Feb. 20 Mr. Lee telegraphed as follows 
to the State Department: 

“Charles Scott, a citizen of the United 
States, arrested at Regla. No charge given. 
Been without communication in jail at Ha- 
vana 264 hours. Cannot stand another Ruiz 
murder and have demanded his release. How 
many war vessels at Key West or within 
reach, and will they be ordered here if neces- 
sary to sustain demand? LEE.”’ 

On the 23d he said in a cable message: 

“ Situation simple. Experience in Guana- 


bacoa made it my duty to demand before 


too late that another American who had 
been incommunicado twenty-four hours be 
released from said incommunicado, and did 
so th courteous terms. If you support it and 
Scott is so released the trouble will termi- 
nate. If you do not I must depart. All 
others arrested with Scott have been put in 
communication. Why should the only Amer- 
ican in the lot not be? He has been incom- 
municado now 338 hours, LEE."’ 


Scott’s Cell Damp. 
Later on the same day Mr. Lee wired: 


*“ Demand complied with. Scott released 
from incommunicado today on demand after 
fourteen days’ solitary confinement in cell 
5 feet by 11; damp, water on bottom of cell. 
Not allowed anything to sleep on or chair. 
Cell cleaned only once in five days. Was 
charged with having Cuban postage stamps 
in the house. Scott says went always twelve 
hours without’ water; once two days. He 
was employé American gas company. 

** LEE.” 

The most voluminous correspondence is 
that in the case of Sylvester Scovel, corre- 
ppondent of the New York World, who was 
arrested on Feb. 5. The documents fur- 
nished show that Mr. Lee promptly notified 
the State Department, and that Mr. Olney 
responded immediately, directing him to see 
that all of Scovel’s rights as an American 
citizen were protected. The letters and tele- 


_ grams in this case run from the 5th the 


19th efMebruary,. when Mr, Lee informed the 
department that a compeient lawyer had 
‘been secured to defend Scovel. He had said 
previously that he did not anticipate serious 
trouble in this case, but later changed his 
opinion. ‘* It is supposed Scovel bore incrim- 
inating papers, which gives the case a more 
serious aspect.”’ 
Case of Scovel. . 

On the lith of February Gen. Lee said that 
Scovel was in a well ventilated cell and that 
he had good food.and a bed at Sancti Spiritus, 
to which he added: ‘‘ Treaty rights have 
been respected. Is in hands civil jurisdic- 
tion. I have sent messenger to report case.” 
Gen. Lee tried to have Scovel removed from 
Sancti Spiritus to Havana, but failed. 

The remaining case covered is that of F. J. 
Casanos, arrested Feb.18, but on what charge 
does not appear. Gen. Lee’s first informa- 
tion to the State Department was contained 
in a telegram of Feb. 17. In this dispatch 
he conveys the information of the arrest, 
which he says took place at Sagua, and that 
the Consul’s report will follow, adding: 
* Proceedings a great outrage. Similar cases 
here and elsewhere on the island. Redress 
can be obtained here.’’ 

On the 25th Gen. Lee stated in reply toa 
message from the State Department that 
Casanos had resided at Sagua when arrested, 
and that he had registered at Havana as an 
American in 1872, 

Senators Much Interested. 

The presence of the message on the Clerk’s 
desk was noised about before it was formally 
laid before the Senate, and many Senators 
called to read it previous to its being read by 
the Clerk. There was special interest in the 
case of Mr. Scott, the telegrams relating to 
whose case Senator Morgan had read for the 
information of the Senate. There was espe- 
ciai comment upon the trivial character of 
the charge against Mr. Scott, that of having 
Cuban postage stamps in his house, and Gen. 
Lee’s attitude was generally remarked upon 
by the pro-Cubans in most eulogistic terms. 

Evidently the near approach of the end of 
the session alone prevented the precipitation 
of another Cuban debate. 


DECISION IN “THREE FRIENDS” CASE. 


Supreme Court Reverses Florida Court 
and Directs That Custody of Ves- 
sel Be Resumed. 

» 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—The United 
States Supreme Court today rendered an 
opinion in the case of the steamer Three 
Friends, seized Nov. 7 last by the Collector 
of Customs for the District of St. Johns, 
Fla., as forfeited to the United States under 
Sec. 5,283 of the Revised Statutes, known 
as the neutrality act. The opinion fully 
sustained the position of the government re- 
versing the judgment of the District Court 
for the Southern District of Florida. | 

Chief Justice Fuller delivered the opinion 
of the court. He defined neutrality to mean: 
‘“‘Abstinence from any participation in a 
public, private, or civil war and in im- 
partiality of conduct toward both parties. 
But the maintenance unbroken of peaceful 
relations between the two powers when the 
domestic peace of one of them is disturbed 
is not neutrality in the sense in which the 
word is used when the disturbance has ac- 
quired such head as to have demanded the 
recognition of belligerency.”’ 

To this he added the remark: “ As mere 
matter of munfcipal' administration no na- 
tion can permit unauthorized acts of war 
within its territory in- infraction of its 
sovereignty while good faith toward friendly 
nations requires their prevention.” 

The judgment of the District Court of 
Fiorida was reversed 
manded with directions to resume custody of 
the vessel, which had been released on bond. 

Justice Harlan dissented, saying that there 
was nothing in the case to justify the court 
straining the statute as it must to sult the 
conditions.

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Canton three weeks ago, is assured, ac- 
cording to some of his friends, of a Consular 
position in Cuba under the new administra- 
tion. 

The report obtained yesterday that he was 
to succeed Gen. Fitzhugh Lee as Consul- 
General in the island.

Ww. E. Mann, a member of the Western 
Avenue Church, said last night he knew 
the position had been offered to the Rev. 
Mr. Martin, and that the latter had the doc- 
uments in his pocket. Being questioned fur- 
ther, Mr. Mann gaid he had not seen the doc- 
uments, but had been told by Mr. Martin 
he had them, and would go to Cuba. 


Secures Some Consular Position. 

“1 did not,” said Mr. Mann, “‘ understand 
that he was to have Gen. Lee’s place, cer- 
tainly, but simply that ha was to go to Cuba 
for this government in some consular ca- 
pacity. He is a personal friend of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s and went to Canton three weeks 
ago. Mr. Martin speaks Spanish fluently. I 
know ‘he takes an interest in the Cuban 
question, and a year ago he spent several 
weeks in the island.” 

Friends of the Rev. Mr. Martin say he has 
decided views on the Cuban subject, and 
favors ‘liberty for her people. No one was 
found who had heard him express an opin- 
ion as to what attitude this country should 
assume in the matter. 

Career of the Minister. 


The Rev. Mr. Martir is 41 years of age. 
He was born and raised in Chicago, and 
twenty-one years ago joined the church of 
which he is now pastor.

LIFE CREW SAVES A DROWNING MAN. 


Capt. Fountain and His Sturdy Row- 
ers Rescue One George Hamler 
from the Lake.

Wyoming, Pa., March 1.—[{Spectal.]—One

TRACK LAYING RIOT AT KNOXVILLE. 


City Officials and Court Officers Clash 
and Wholesale Arrests Are Made— 
One Man Killed. 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 1.—{Special.}— 
The street railway war which has been 
waged in the various courts and in the City 
Council for the last year culminated this 
morning when for nearly an hour surging 
mobs had possession of North Depot street, 
from the conmner of Gay out té Broad, and 
where at one time a regular riot occurred, 
resulting in the serious wounding of Fire 
Chief McIntosh and the probably fatal shoot- 
ing of William Arnold, a negro workman. 

For a.time it looked as if the fighting 
would become general and more lives would 
be lost, but Mayor Heiskel’s coolness in 
facing the mob and making a speech ad- 
vising it to disperse and leave the matters 
in dispute to be settled by the courts did 
much to restore order. ei. 

Fifty negro workmen had been placed 
under arrest by the police, and Chief At- 
kins and nearly all of his men had been 
in turn placed under arrest by Sheriff Gro- 
ner and his Deputies before peace was re- 
‘stored. The Mayor then appointed the Al- 
Germen present as special policemen, when 
warrants were sworn out for them also, and 
as a result the city found itself practically 
with its entire city government under arrest. 

During the progress of the riot the fire 
department was called out and dispersed 
the mob by throwing water. 

The trouble all came up over the fight be- 
tween the two rival street car companies 
over the possession of two squares of Depot 
street. The Knoxville company has tracks 
on this street and the Citizens’ company 
is trying to parallel them. An injunction 
was finally secured from the courts pre- 
venting the streets from being dug up. This 
stopped the work for the time being, but 
the Citizens’ company began to tear up 
tracks early this morning and the battle 
began.

Canton, O., March 1.—[{Special.j—-With a 
crowd of 25,000 people yelling their good-byes 
to him, a brass band playing ‘“‘ Home, Sweet 
Home,” the explosion of firecrackers, and 
the tooting of horns, William McKinley 
started on his journey to Washington to- 
night to become the ruler of. the greatest 
nation on earth. 

The crowds that watched his departure 
trom the little city that has been his home 
nearly all of his life covered the roofs of 
the houses about the railway station and the 
tops of the cars in the railroad yards, they 
packed the streets along the line of march, 
and were jammed into the side streets. When 
tinally the procession of soldiers and citizens 
that surrounded the President-elect’s car- 
riage came in sight the cheers were almost 
loud enough to split the sky. 

A long line of soldiers in blue overcoats 
cleared the way on each side of the carriage. 
Four white horses with nodding’ plumes of 
red, white, and blue drew it. Within were 
the President-elect and his wife. Behind the 
cartiage came a long row of soldiers and 
citizens on foot and a squad of cavalry. 

The President’s train of seven cars in 
shiny red paint and gold lettering waited in 
front of the station for their arrival, the 
special car for the President-elect in the rear, 
It was fifteen minutes after the time set 
for the departure of the train when the 
President-elect stepped from his carriage.

He 
is good-natured, which is not usual in a man 
pushed beyond his natural powers, but even 
that is not an infallible test. However, it is 
too early to make his exact condition of 
great importance, and perhaps a trifle too 
much indoor work is better than.too little. 


Vicious as 'a Fighter. 

Critics of Corbett have said that he lacks 
viciousness in his fighting. The statement 
is not correct and would not be repeated if 
they put themselves in the places ofthe men 
who sparred and wrestled with him this 
morning. Jefferies, McVey, Woods, Joe Cor- 
bett, and Robert Edgren went at him for 
three-minute rounds and he stood them all 
off without a breathing spell for three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Bob Edgren, who isa giant 
{n strength, is just enough to make things 
lively for Corbett. He is perfectly fearless 
and rushes at the champion, hitting with 
both hands. He managed to land one blow 
on Jim, who paid it back with a smash that 
made the big hammer-thrower reel. This 
is a pecullarity of Corbett’s work, noticeably 
in his training. He never allows one of the 
men with whom he boxes to score off him. 
The instant they make a point that causes 
the onlookers to whisper the champion sends 
in a swift return. He is so jealous of his 
reputation that he won’t for an instant allow 
the idea to get out that he is not invincible. 

This is the phase of his character I think 
most admirable. Call‘it vanity if you like, 
but that is the thing that guarantees to the 
thousands who visit Carson that they will 
see the fastest fight on record. 


Looks for a Hurricane Fight. 


Giving ouf pointers is foolish work, but 1 
hazard the prediction that the instant Cor- 
bett has felt Fitzsimmons out he will go at 
him and punch. him just as he did Sullivan 
in New Orleans. This is not saying that 
Fitzsimmons will not be doing about the 
same thing, for he undoubtedly intends to 
slug whenever the chance offers, and face 
chances at that, but the people who expect to 
see Corbett make a waiting fight will, in my 
opinion, be disappointed. 

Talking with Jim gave me this idea, and 
seeing him work today confirmed it. He 
does not intend to play the part of receiver at 
any time, and he has so much confidence in 
his hitting powers that he is willing to take 
the risk. : 

“I know that Fitzsimmons is a dangerous 
man.so long as he is on his feet,”’ said Cor- 
bett, “‘ but I can punch about as hard as I 
want to, and certainly a bit faster than he 
thinks I can. When I am hitting Fitzsim- 
mons will be pretty busy taking care of him- 
self. He'll havea good deal more respect for 
my hitting powers after the 17th than he 
thinks he has now.”

It was Corbett that made Woods work so 
slow. Jefferies sent in‘a lot of left and right 
smashes with fairly good speed. Corbeit 
evaded them and so timed himself that 
Jefferies came within one-sixteenth of an 
inch of him every time. 


Always That Word “ But.’ 


Edgren, who does not .box well, but hits 
fast and awkwardly, was received in a very 
different manner from the cleverer men. 
Corbett treated him &s a dangerous oppo- 
nent, giving him stiff punches when the 
chance offered, to make him keep his dis- 
tance. It is true that no one of the four 
boxers is in Corbett’s class, but that Is the 
reason Corbett is champiom He outclasses 
all the men in the country except Fitzsim- 
mons, and in boxing skill he towers above 
him. But—there is always that but—Fitz- 
simmons is a very dangerous man. He has 
an awkward knack,.of recovering just at a 
time when, according to custom and rule, 
he should be knocked out.

What the Latter Purposed to Obviate | 
by an Agreement Between Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons, 


John I. Sultivan in interpreting the 
Queensberry rules makes much ado about 
what a referee can and cannot do. By his 
article one would be led to believe that 
George Siler contemplated forcing some- 
thing by way of changes !n the rules on Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons. Such, however, is 
not the case. He merely wishes to have 
matters understood. 

Sullivan seems to favor “ fighting loose,” 
saying that the stronger man can push _ 
away the other, and by “ smashing” him 
hard end what otherwise might bDe.a pro- 
longed fight. When “ Jack’’ McAuliffe and 
“ Bully ”’ Myer fought for the lightweight 
championship in North Judson, as soon as 
the clinch came both men threw up their 
hands aind stepped backward. Corbett does 
not favor this method, but for scientific men 
it seems to be the way most desirable, as 
it relieves boxing of one of the more disa- 
greeable features—i. e., “*‘ slugging.’’ 

Sullivan says that a referee can award 
the fight to the man who persistently hugs 
and refuses to break. It will be remembered, . 
however, that “ Tug’’ Wilson got the de- 
cision over John L. by using such tactics, 

The ex-champion says that the use of 
the elbow is permissible in stopping a rush 
and that here the shotlder also comes well 
into play. It is to obviate all misconstruc- 
tion of such tactics that George Siler pro- 
posed to frame an agreement between Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons. He, thinking the 
men to be the greater exponents of the art 
of self-defense, wishes them to stand up and 
win or lose without resort to the trickery 
known more largely to the Australian prize- 
fighters.

STORIES OF MURDER DO NOT AGREE. 


Members of the Schomaker Family 
Tell Varying Tales — Detectives 
Sent Out with Secret Orders. 


Whiie the Schomaker murder is still prov- 
ing a puzzling mystery to the police, In- 
spector Michael J. Schaack believes that 
enough light has been shed upon it to re- 
sult in the eventual clearing up of the af- 
fair. The Inspector spent his hardest day 
on the case yesterday. From early in the 
morning until .8:30 o’clock last night his 
office was given up to the examination of wit- 
hesses whose testimony was taken down in 
shorthand by an attaché of the State’s-At- 
torney’s office. Ali the members of the 
Schomaker family who it was believed 
could throw the least light on the mystery 
were subjected to a rigid examination. 

The afternoon was devoted to the ques- 
tioning of Mrs. Schomaker, Clara Scho- 
maker, and the three younger daughters— 
Ida, Emma, and Lizzie. All were attired 
in the deepest mourning and seemed to feel 
their position keenly. Mrs. Schomaker was 
on the verge of prostration and the Inspector 
was forced to deal with her more gently than 
with the daughters. Several times\ during 
the examination Mrs. Schomaker complained 
of faintness, and rather than carry the ques- 
tioning to an extreme the Inspector decided 
that it would be better to postpone her ex- 
amination until she has regained her 
strength and composure. ys 

Mrs. Schomaker and her daughters were 
talked to separately and together. After 
it was all over and they had been escorted 
tu their homes, Inspector Schaack threw up 
his hands, with the remark that ** the case 
was the toughest nut he had ever attempt- 
ed to crack,”’ 

“I confess that this murder is a great mys- 
tery,’”’ remarked the Inspector, “ but I am 
‘positive that we are going to clear it up 
after all. I cannot say when I will be suc- 
cessful—it may be tomorrow or next day or 
next week, but ‘we are on the right track. 
The members of the Schomaker family have 
told their story once more. I have examined 
them from every imaginable angle of the af- 
fair. I have taken off my coat and attempt- 
ed to give both the actions of the murdered 
man and his supposed slayer. And after all 
this we find nothing but the same mass of 
contradictory evidence. Not a single mem- 
ber of the family agrees with the other. No 
two descriptions af the assassin tally. The 
statements do not agree with those first 
given to the police. They seemed to be a 
sort of revised edition of the first stories told. 

** The statements of the family are directly 
contradicted by the testimony of witnesses 
who can have no interest in distorting the

these lines. The investigation is forced back 
continually to the theory of either a private 
revenge for some real or fancied wrong or to 
that of a family matter where all parties con- 
cerned are interested in suppressing the real 
facts.” ‘

spector Schaack would give in a public way, 
but his. action in immediately, calling a 
meeting of all the detectives of the station 
arter the departure of the witnesses was 
significant. It was intimated the policemen 
were given definite instructions to bring in 
a certain man who is not looked upon with 
a specially friendly eye because of trouble 
which he caused between the murdered 
saloonkeeper and his daughter Clara. 

This individual is an ex-policeman, and a 
married man, and it ts said his attentions 
to Clara were distasteful to the saloonkeep- 
er. The man was brought to the station last 
week and examined in connection with the 
affair, but was released after a brief ex- 
amination.

WRATH OF EMPEROR RESPONSIBLE 
* FOR RUPTURE OF CONCERT.: 


Lord Salisbury’s Lack of Tact and Mn 
Curzon’s Speech Make the Berliz 
Court Furious—Insurgents Capture 
the Town of Candamo— Assure 

' Turks of Protection—Exciting Scene 
in the Greek Chamber of Deputies.

London, March 1.—The Daily Chronicle 
Says there is little doubt that the serioug 
hitch in the concert of the powers is due, 
first, to the lack of wisdom on the part of 
the government, and, secondly, to the wrath 
of Emperor William, who, the Chronicle 
says, deeply resents the form of Lord Salis- 
bury’s annquncement of the policy of Great 
Britain towards Crete, ‘especially the sug~ 
gestion that Great Britain has taken the 
lead in the concert. Continuing, the Chron- 
icle says: 


Curzon’s most unfortunate speech, in which 
he said that the solution was mainly due 
to Lord Salisbury. It-is understood that the 
Emperor in retaliation ‘made himself re 
sponsible for the official communique from 
St. Petersburg on Thursdey last, in whith 
Russia threatened the immediate coerciog 
of Greece failing her instant compliance. 

*“* There is reason to believe that the atth 
tude of the Emperor has been influenced by 
the serious reports which have reached Bere 
lin as to the present relations between Ens 
gland and the Transvaal.”’

CHARLES M’DONALD’S MAIL STOPPED. 


Postoffiice Department Declares the 
Diamond Investment to Be 
a Fraud. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—{Special.]J— 
Postmaster-General Wilson is after Charles 
M. McDonald, who became famous in Chi- 
cago as the President of the Guarantee In- 
vestment company. A new fraud order has” 
been issued against McDonald, who is now 
running what he calls the Diamond Invest- 
ment company. This concern is managed on 
practically the same system as that which 
brought him into contact with the Federal 
courts some time ago. He has an admission 
fee of $5 and monthly dues of $1.25, in con- 
sideration of which subscribers are given an 
opportunity to secure diamonds of various 
degrees of weight and color at stated inter- 
vais. He employs in his drawings what is 
known as the multiple system, by means of 
which the holders of certain certificates or 
bonds in regular order are entitled to draw 
prizes in advance of the accumulation of 
their assessments. 

This was the system, applied on a much 
larger scale, to the Guarantee Investment 
company. As a result of it Mr. McDonald 
was tried and convicted in the United States 
Court and served sentence. It was charged 
and it is believed at the department as well 
that even during the time of his imprison- 
ment he was conducting a scheme in some- 
what the same manner. P 

At any rate, the postal authorities investi- 
gated the new Diamond Investment com- 
pany, which claims to have been doing busi- 
.ness at No. 84 Adams street, and on the 
recommendation of. Assistant Attorney- 
General Thomas, who has found the scheme 
fraudulent on its face, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral has issued the usual order preventing 
the concern and all its officers and Mr. Mc- 
Donald himself from making use of the 
United States mali to conduct the business,, 
All letters addressed to them will be re- 
turned, as heretofore, and there is some 
thought of putting the case in the hands of 
the District-Attorney.

Washington, D. C., March 1.—[{Special.}— 
The new Secretary of the Treasury, Mr,

Mr. Gage 
arrived early this morning from the Vir- 
ginia Hot Springs, and at once proceeded 
to the house of Thomas B. Bryan, on Rhode 
Island avenue, where he will be a guest for 
the present. Before breakfast was finished 
callers began to arrive, and the late Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank was given 
an early and unpleasant taste of what it is 
to stand up against the rush line of trained 
officeseekers. 

The new Secretary of the Treasury talked 
as freely and as cheerfully as has been his 
custom. He was looking in admirable 
health and spirits, and said with a smile; 
“TI have had ‘the finest rest during the 
two weeks since I left Chicago thet I 
have had for thirty years, for I 
was freed from my duties at the bank, 
and was not in a position where I had to 
trouble myself regarding those which will 
meet me here in Washington. The result is 
I feel quite able to get into the harness at a 
moment’s notice. My illinois friends 
warned me before I accepted the position 
that I would have to look forward to a 
nervous strain of four years. TiH®y kindly 
pointed out for my information the story of 
previous heads of the Treasury Department 
who were shattered in health and spfrit 
at the conclusion of their terms of office. 
Whatever misgivings I may have had of 
my own qualifications for the position, the 
mere matter of labor has not frightened 
me, for I have worked as hard as any book- 
keeper in the bank for many a long year, 
and all my life I have been engaged so con- 
stantly that I have no fears of not being able 
to stand the pace here in Washington so far 
as the strain upon my nerves is concerned. 
Matters of public policy are largely ques- 
tions for the President and his whole ad- 
ministration to decide.”’ 

ee 

“T am much more likely to be troubled 
over the disposition of papers such as I 
hold in my hand, which are all applications 
for office. Some of them were sent to me 
weeks ago, while another batch was waiting 
for me on. my arrival here, and still others - 
were presented at the house. They present 
many embarrassing problems for me, for 
I am an uncompromising advocate of the 
principles of civil.service reform, and dur- 
ing my stay in the Treagury Department I 
shall*uphoid the civil service law to the 
very extent of my ability. The greater part 
of the applications for office thus far pre- 
sented to me are for positions covered by 
the civil service law, and for this I am 
devoutly thankful, for it relieves me of all 
responsibility. It is, to say the least, an 
extraordinary thing that men in all sections 
of the United States, whose opinions of their 
own ability are such that they consider 
themselves fitted for the holding of responsi- 
ble government positions, seem to be entirely 
unaware of the fact that by the operation 
of the civil service law, as recently broad- 
ened by President Cleveland, it is absolutely 
imposeible to give them the positions they 
aspire to without a change in the law ora, 
new proclamation by the next President. 

**¢ 


‘“*‘It. would seem as if there were no doc- 
trine of the American Government which 
is less understood than the civil service 
law. I fancy there may be a general awak- 
ening of the subject during the next four 
years. So far as the department of which 
I am to be the head is concerned, there 
certainly will be a change in public infor- 
mation on the subject of civil service. Dur- 
ing thre last week I have been making a 
study of the organization of the Treasury 
Department so far as I could do so from 
the ordimary blue books and government 
publications. As that is necessarily a mere, 
beginning, I have arranged to have a con- 
ference with Secretary Carlisle, who has 
been a valued friend of mine for many years, 
with regard to some of the practical work- 
ing details of the department. I shall nec- 
essarily rely upon Secretary Carlisle for 
data as to the capabilities of the various 
chiefs of divisions and as to the genera] 
method of work of the department.”’ 

Mrs. Gage accompanies the future Secre- 
tary and has already made an admirable 
impression here in Washington. Her social 
experience in Chicago is being frequently 
quoted and the society set expects much 
from the Chicago contingent in the Cabinet.

There is a probability that one of the most 
important appointments to be made by the 
incoming President will be that of a success- 
or to Associate Justice Stephen J. Field of 
the United States Supreme Court: It is 
well known that Judge Field: has been in 
feeble health for some time, but he has per- 
sisted in attending to his duties at the 
court, and may carry out his avowed inten- 
tion of being the oldest member in point of 
continuous service since the organization of 
this body. 

President Lincoln appointed Justice Field 
to his position in the Supreme Court March 
10, 1868, so that he only lacks a few days of 
having served thirty-four years as a mem- 
ber of the highest tribunal in this country. 
Only one other jurist, ief Justice Mar- 
shall, has exceeded this record, and he 
served thirty-four years five months and 
five days. Justice Storey was on the bench 
thirty-two years and two months, but Jus- 
tice Field has eclipsed his record by nearly 
two years. Under the laws governing the 
United States Supreme Court a member of 
that tribunal is eligible to retirement on full 
pay after serving tep years, or after reach- 
ing 70 years of age. Justice Field has twice 
been eligible for retirement, but it fs the 
dearest wish of his life to be able to say that 
he was the oldest Judge who ever ren.jered 
decisions in the court of last resort in the 
United States. He is now in his eighty-first 
year, having been born at Haddam, Conn., 
Nov. 4, 1816. 7

20 cents: every buggy, carriage, cart, or 
wagon drawn by three animals, ~0 
cents: every buggy, carriage, cart, or 
wagon drawn by four animals, 30 cents: 
every buggy, carriage, cart, or wagon drawn 
by more than four animals, five cents extra 
for each animal: each head of cattle, horses, 
mules, or other animals other than those at- 
tached @ vehicles, 10 cents: each head of 
sheep or swine, five cents. In case the cor- 
poration owning or controlling this bridge 
shall operate a street car line or permit any 
street car company to operate a street car 
line on said bridge or approaches the fare 
for a single passenger over the bridge for 
persons over 5 years of age shall not exceed 
five cents. 

Provision is made that the plan and loca- 
tion of the bridge, so far as the interests of 
navigation are concerned, shall be recom- 
mended by a board of three United States 
engineers appointed by the Secretary of War 
and shall be approved by the Secretary of 
War. It will be the duty of this board to 
give a public hearing in the City of St. Louis 
to all parties interested in the construction 
of the bridge whenever the design and draw- 
ings of the bridge and maps of location shall 
have been submitted to the Secretary of 
War. This board must give reasonable no- 
tice of time and place of such hearing and 
report its recommendations to tfie Secre- 
tary of War as soon as expedient. Although 
the proposed bridge is to be built for the 
passage of wagons, vehicles, street cars, 
animals, and the foot passengers it must he 
constructed of sufficient strength and di- 
mensions to provide for the passage of rail- 
way passengers and freight trains and the 
accommodation of double tracks. 

In case the construction of the bridge is 
not commenced within a year and completed 
within five years from the date the bill is 
approved the act becomes null and woid. 


CONGRESS DISCUSSES PRIZE FIGHTS. 


Probable That the Bill to Prohibit Pub- 
lication of Details Will Be 
. Beaten. . 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—The bill to 
prohibit the transmission of detailed ac- 
counts of prize fights by mail or telegraph 
was brought up in the House. This ledtua 
very lively skirmish, in which prize-fighting 
was denounced on all sides, and the advo- 
cates of the bill insisted that the “‘ sickening 
details "’ should be suppresed in.the interest 
of good morals. But the bill met with most 
strenuous opposition on the ground that it 
would tend to establish a censorship of the 
press, At the end of the cebate the adver- 
saries of the measure outvoted the friends of 
the bill on several filfbustering motions, but 
an agreement for a recess until tomorrow 
put an and to hostilities. The bill now be- 
comes the unfinished business whenever the 
call df committees is reached, but as confer- 
ene reports have the right of way it is 
doubtful whether that order of business will 
again. be reached this session. 

Mr. Aldrich, who called up the prize-fight- 
ing biN,; said that while this bill would rot 
prevent the “ mill’’ scheduled to take place 
in Nevada on March 17, or the transmission 
of a news item of the result, it would pre- 
vent the broadcast dissemination of the 
‘sickening details’’ and the demoralizing 
preliminaries, with which the columns of the 
newspapers already teemed.. 

Mr. Morse advocated the passage of the 
bill ‘‘as a protection of the youth of the 
country.” He said he hoped theresult of the 
fight would be that ‘these two brutes” 
would kill each other. Gen Grosvenor ex- 
pressed the opinion that the necessities of 
morality and public order demanded the sup- 
pression of prize-fighting. 

“If I lived in a State,”’ said he, * which 
had nothing else to comemnd it, I might fa- 
vor prize-fighting.”” [Laughter.] 

Mr. Dockery opposed prize-fighting, he 
said, as much as any one, but this bill would 
establish a censorship of the press, anc if 
earried to its logical conclusion weuld ne- 
cessitate a bureau for that purpose. 

Mr. Cummings characterized the bill as 
dangerous legislation. He said if it ever 
pagsed many of the books in the Congres- 
sional Hbrary could not be sent through the 
mails. 

Mr. Hepburn closed the debate with an 
earnest plea for the Dill.

NOAE TO FIGHT THE BILL 


THREATENS TROUBLE FOR DEPART- 
MENT STORE LEGISLATIUN. 


Says He Is the Only Bona Fide Chair- 
mam of the Republican Legislative 
Chucus, and if Selby Names a Com- 
mittee to Frame a Bill He Will Put 
on Warpaint—Nineteen Members of 
the House Present—Selby Refuses 
to Recognize Nohe. 


Springfield, Ill., March 1.—[{Special.]}—Rep- 
resentativeAugustus W: Nohe said tonight: 

*“ I claim to be the Chairman of the meeting 
of the Republicans of the House when they 
are in ‘caucus assembled, I am the Chair- 
man of that caucus. .I deny the right of Rep- 
resentative Selby of Sangamon or that of 
any other man to appoint a sub-committee 
to prepare legislation. I claim to have that 
prerogative myself, as Chairman. If, there- 
fore, a cOmmittee appointed by Representa- 
tive Selby, acting as Chairman of the Repub- 
lican House caucus, prepares bills on the 
question of department store legislation I 
shall fight the bills. I have the power to ap- 
point such a committee, and if need be I will 
appoint one. If any other committee at- 
tempts to do this work with the assistance 
of my friends I will fight the bill.” 

Mr. Nohe was pretty warm when he was 
talking. He addressed his remarks to THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent. He was told they 
would be used in THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE in 
the morning and replied: 

“That’s all right; go ahead. I mean just 
what I say, and I’ll keep my word every 
time. I am here for the session of the House 
tonight, I will be here on Wednesday night 
when it meets again, and I will be here at 
every other meeting until the members get 
together next Monday.”’ ‘ 


Nohe Preparing to Fight the Bill. 

This means that Mr. Nohe is getting ready 
to fight the department store legislation if it 
is prepared by any committee other than one 
appointed by himself. He lays claim to the 
Chairmanship. of the Republican House 
caucus in this way: 

When the Republicans of the House met 
to nominate a candidate for Speaker and 
candidates for the offices of the House Mr, 
Nohe was chosen as Chairman. When the 
caucus adjourned it was done with the pro- 
viso, ‘‘ subject to the call of the Chairman.”’ 
A second caucus was held and it was called 
by Mr. Nohe by virtue of the fact that he had 
been the Chairman of the other caueus. This 
fact would seem to substantiate his claim of 
office. When the machine men came down 
from Chicago to coax the Republicans of 
the House into department store legislation, 
Mr. Nohe was asked to call a caucus of the 
House Republicans to consider the question. 
This he declined to do, because, as he said, 
while the matter was one of great moment, 
still it was not strictly a party question. 
He did no want to assume the responsibility 
of such an act, in view of the question. So 
he suggested that the Republican steering 
committee be gotten together, and whatever 
the steering committee did would be satis- 
factory to him. The steering committee 
met and the caucus was called. 


Steering Committee Selected Selby. 


Now right here occurred a point about 
which there is a dispute. The anti-Nohe 
men on the steering committee, headed by 
Miller, Shanahan, and some others, claimed 
to have thrown Augustus up in the air by 
the selection of Mr. Selby of Sangamon as 
the Chairman of the caucus. 

Mr. Nohe’s friends say this isn’t so, and 
that the caucus waited fifteen minutes for 
Mr. Nohe to come, that he did not appear, 
and that Mr. Selby was chosen to preside 
over that meeting. | 

Nohe’s friends claim, therefore, that Selby 
was a President pro tem., so to speak, of 
the caucus, and that the real power still 
reposes in *gohe. A resolution was drawn 
by George W.: Miller of Cook, it is said, and 
it gave, as orfginally drafted, the power tq 
designate the committee to prepare the de- 
partment store legislation to Speaker Cur- 
tis. This was on the supposition that Nohe 
was to preside, and Miller and his men didn’t 
want to allow Nohe to name the committee, 
so they gave the Speaker that power. When 
Selby was selected as Chairman of the cau- 
cus these gentlemen evidently got distrust- 
ful of the Speaker for fear he would recog- 
nize Nohe and his followers, 90 they substi- 
tuted for the Speaker’s name that of the 
Chairman of the caucus. 

Selby Can Name Committee. 


Speaker Pro Tem Selby, who was the 
Chairman of the caucus, can name the sub- 
committee to prepare the department store 
legislation if he will. He says he will not do 
it until after everybody gets back to Spring- 
field. Nohe is here to see that he doesn’t, 
and there’s a great big fight coming off over’ 
this matter, too. 

Nohe can and probably will take his friends 
and fight the department store bill from ore 
end of the road to the other if it is drawn by 
any committee other than his own. 

He doesn’t like the manner of his treat- 
ment at.,all. He came to Springfield today 
with blood in his eye, and the fight will begin 
early next week. He’ says he has the right 
to call the Republicans of the House to- 
gether whenever he sees fit. He intimates 
that he will not call the Republican House 
caucus te consider these bills. They cannot 
be made party questions without the ap- 
proval of the Republicans of the House in 
caucus assembled. Nohe had method in his 
madness when he kept out of the House 
caucus the other day. The caucus was 
called to meet immediately after the ad- 
journment of the House. Nohedid not enter 
the caucus roomat all, but put on his hat and 
overcoat and walked up town. ‘This was 
probably the preliminary steps for a fight 
he was going to make in the future. 

Schubert and Nohe were at the train to- 
gether today, and they helda low, whispered 
conversation. Nohe went into the House. 
which was filled up with pages and janitors 
and policemen, and probably a dozen mem- 
bers. He tried to get recognition from 
Speaker Selby, but the gentleman sat down 
on him. He will try again Wednesday, and 
meet with the same fate. About Monday he 
says he thinks he can get an audience, and 
he proposes in some way or other to settle 
the question who is Captain of the Repub- 
lican side of the House, “ Nohe or Selby.” 
At present Augustus is the only oyster do- 
ing business in this shop. 

There was nothing done in the House, be- 
cause, Selby said, the steering committees 
of both sides had agreed no business should 
be transacted. The steering committee on 
the Republican side of the House, and on 
the other, too, for that matter, refused to 
sanetion any proposition looking toward an 
adjournment over this week, and then they 
all went away. They are not here and they 
are not coming here. Some of them are in 
New Orleans marching with Capt. James 
Henry Farrell, others are in Washington, 
and still more are at their homes. y 
fought an adjournment, thus by indirection 

iving the public to understand thef would 

e here to transact business, then they made 
an agreement that nothing should be done, 
after which they ran away.

Dover, Del., March 1.—[{Special.]—Hearing 
in the contest over Delaware’s Representa- 
tive in Congress began at Georgetown today. 
Congressman Jonathan 8S. Willis (Rep.) is 
represented by Ben Butterworth of Wash- 
ington, and W. H. Hayes of this State.

‘MEMORABLE PERFORMANCE OF MEY- 


ERBEER’S OPERA AT AUDITORIUM. 


Mme. Litvinne Presents the Best Work 
She Has Done Yet—Notable Strength 
of the Male Contingent—Lassallie 
Is Splendidly Effective—Miss Engle 
as Inez—De Reszkes in Excellent 
Voice—Principals Win Marked Ap- 
proval and Encores. 


Meyerbeer’s “ L’Africaine’’ was given @ 
memorable performance at the Auditorium 
last night. The notable strength of the 
male contingent was duly emphasized in 
the cast. Lassalle was recalled on open 
scene and the De Reszkes enthusiastically 
acknowledged. Miss Marie Engle was given 
again fine opportunity, and again demon- 
strated the strides she has made as an artist 
since her last engagement here. M. Jacques 
Bars, a young singer of ability, always mak- 
ing the most of his roles, which one would 
gladly see more prominent ones, aided ef- 
fectively in the ensembles. The close of the 
first act, with Plancon included, together 
with the men named, allowed an ending 
splendidly effective. 

Lassalle two seasons ago was first seen 
here as Nelusko. Since that time “ L’Af- 
ricaine”® has not been included in the 
repertory. Perhaps, after all, it was just 
as well, for, after viewing again his por- 
trayal of the part last night, picturesque, 
vivid, and of a savage fervor, his place 
would seem difficult to fill. 
mer occasion, he took strong hold upon his 
audience. 

Completeness in Lassalle’s Work. 

There is a completeness in Lassalle’s work 
always fully satisfying. In pose, gesture, 
and vocal delivery he is balanced and round- 
ed as an artist. This year he is in better 
voice than he proved on the occasion of his 
last visit. To his temporary retirement this 
is not unlikely in considerable measure due. 

But it was his forcefulness in acting, even 
more than his impasisoned singing of the 
legend of Adamastor, that won for him last 
evening his most pronounced success. The 
attitude which he sustains at its close, and 
the triumphant savagery that it embodies, 
gained the moment for him. 

Mme. Litvinne’s Triumph. 


Mme. Litvinne was seen to greater ad- 
vantage than at any time since her arrival 
in Chicago. As Selika the costume and gen- 
eral makeup are all in her favor, and the 
music suits her better than that of réles in 
which she has been previously seen. If the 
quality of tone was at times faulty, a trait 
particularly noticeable in the slumber song 
at the opening of the second act, she gave- 
the music always with apparent advantage 
in dramatic routine. 

In all that she does there is the con- 
scientious self-forgetfulness that causes 
things to be overlooked that otherwise 
would remain uncondoneck: A picturesque 
and impassioned Selika Mme. Litvinne was 
not, but she impressed herself always as 
commanding reserve vocal force and of 
etage convention. 

Miss Engle as Ines. e 

The Inez .was decidedly the most serious 
part yet allotted Miss Engle, and it was a 
part admirably fitted to her, vocally and 
from the visual point of view. In the opén- 
ing of the opera she at once proved in the 
important number given her her full ade- 
quacy to the part. The beauty of phrasing 
and finish with which Miss Engle gave it 
made it one of the most admirable gumbers 
of the evening.

Reszke were insxexcellent voice in the duet

Mile. Bauermeister, without whom a pres- 
entation would seem almost as incomplete 
as withoutstage setting, sang the Anna.

“THE SERENADE” PROMISES ASUCCESS 


Many Encores Called For by the Audi- 
ence Which Filled the Columbia 
Last Night. . 

Mr. Harry B. Smith, whe seems to have a 
oorner in comic opera librettos just at pres- 
ent, summed up the situation in a tfew words 
when he reluctantly appeared before the 
curtain at the Columbia last night. The 
difference between a dramatist and a k- 
brettist, he said, is that while the former 
endeavors to elucidate his plot, the latter 
obscures it as far as posible in order that 
the audience may listen to the music. 

Mr. Smith certainiy acts up to his beliefs. 
The final act of ‘“ The Serenade ’’ may pos- 
sibly bring about a proper explanation of the 
story, but as the audience was still calling 
for encores at 11:30 last night Iam unable to 
say truthfuliy what the @enouemem was; 
but I believe it is described on the program, 
and in any case it doesn’t matter. The 
music will make ‘‘ The Serenade ’’ a success, 
and with proper handling it promises to be 
one of.the biggest successes that the Bos- 
tonians have had since “* Robin Hood.”’ 

The score and the libretto are both built 
around a serenade, which an operatic bary,- 
tone sang to a Spanish Duke’s daughter. 
The blood of the Andalusian nobleman 
spurned such a match for the maid, and so 
he carried her off to his haunted castle in 
the mountains, endeavoring in the meantime 
to ascertain the personality of her lover by 
the air of the serenade. 

The tune is made to pass through many 
hands, or rather voices, and in every case 
the Duke imagines he has discovered the 
delinquent. He suspects, among others, a 
broken-down tenor, a journeyman tailor, a 
bandit chief, and finally he is driven to des- 
peration by hearing the air sung with full 
harmony by the monks of a monastery hard 
by the convent where he has taken his 
daughter for seclusion. TDhis, it may be re- 


‘marked incidentally, is the one really comic 


passage tn the opera. 

It will be observed, of course, that the 
main theme is taken directly from “ Nanon,” 
an old Casino success, while in writing the 
subsidiary parts of the book Mr. Smith 
must surely have let his memory stray back 
to “‘ The Mountebanks,’’ by Stephenson and 
Cellier, where there is the same bandit chief 
who ia monk one day and robber the next. 

When it is considered then that the opera 
is confessedly a sort of adaptation from a 
French libretto it will be seen that Mr. Smith 
gleans from mar / garners. 

The book is a’regular Bostonian book in 
any case, and the music is all important. 
In fact, the second act, like that of ** Robin 
Hood,”” is simply an excuse for a concert 
in ‘costume, in which Mr. Cowles gets rather 
more than his due share. The comic element 
wants working up, and doubtless it will be 
greatly improved before the end of the 
week, for the Bostonians, in spite of their 
long experience, are as nervous on first 
nights as young débutantes. 

Miss Alice Nielson, one of the youngest 
members of the company, was the only one 
who did herself real justice. She is an ad- 
mirable mixture of soubrette and leading 
soprano; throughout her work was dainty 
and naive, and her singing was most effcct-

ENGLAND AND BELGIUM DISAGREE.

TERRIBLE SUFFERING 


Cattle Dying by Thousands and Land 
Falling to the Hands of the 
Usurers. 


Delhi, March 1.—This, the headquarters 
of the gold and silver wire workers, jewel- 
ers, and embrokderers, is feeling the pinch of 
famine greatly. There are no Hindoo mar- 
riages and no demand for wedding gar- 
ments. Even the descendants of Delhi royal 
family, who are government pensioners, are 
unable to meet the high prices prevailing, 
and are serving extra, private charity. Nu- 
merous other respectable classes too proud 
to go to work are enduring the direct pov- 
erty. Sirsa is the worst afflicted district of 
the southern punjab. The mortality among 
the cattle is enormous. Forty thousand, or 
23 per cent of the total have died. Thestarv- 
ing Mohammedans are killing the cattle, 
and:‘this causes friction with the Hindoos. 

Rates on mortgages on lands have risen 
immensely, and the land is going into the 
hands of the usurers. 


POPE LEO XIII. IS EIGHTY-SEYEN. 


Roman Pontiff Will Celebrate the An- 
niversary of His Birth Today in 
a Quiet Manner. 


Rome, March 1.—The anniversary of the 
coronation of the Pepe was duly celebrated 
today. His Holiness, who was in excellent 
health, received the Cardinals and Bishops 
and delivered an address, which was a 
paraphrase of last June’s encyclical. 

The Pope’s 87th birthday tomorrow will 
be celebrated in a solemn and quiet manner. 
Three masses will be said at the Vatican by 
Lep, assisted by the Cardinals. The twen- 
tieth anniversary of accession to the pontif- 
ical chair will also be celebrated tomorrow. 
Pope Leo XIII. (Vincent Joachim Pecci) was 
born March 2, 1810, elected Pope Feb. 20 and 
crowned March 8, 1878 In the long lst of 
Popes only nine have worn the tiara over 
twenty years. Only three Popes have 
reached a greater age than the present one, 
the oldest having been Gregory IX., who 
reached his 100th. year and died in 1241.. The 
holy father ig a little In advance of Glad- 
stone and Bismarck, and, unlike them, can 
neither resign nor be turned out, so that he 
is still in the active exercise of his func- 
tions and is the oldest sovereign and states- 
man in BHurope.

ALL EXCEPT DES MOINES AND SPE. 
CIAL CHARTER PLACES VOTE. 


Few Towns in Which Political Issues 
Are Prominent—Free Silver in the 
Creston Election—Young Men Put 
Up Tickets in Several Places—Sa- 
loon and Anti-Saloon Issues Elsc- 
where—Railway Franchiseat Cedar 
Falls, 


Des Moines, Ia., March 1.—[Special.]—Mu- 
nicipal elections were ‘held today in 
seventy-seven cities in Iowa and over 200 in- 
corporated towns. All cities of 2,000 popu- 
lation and over held. elections except Des 
Moines and the special charter cities of Dav- 
enport, Dubuque, Keokuk, and Glenwood. 
Full city tickets and one-half the member- 
Ship o& the City Councils were elected in 
nearly ‘every instance. 

There were but few cities in which political 
issues were prominent. At Creston the free 
Silver Democrats put a ticket in the field 
“against the Republicans, but an attempt to 
fuse all the Democrats in favor of the ticket 
failed. 

In Ottumwa a fight was made by the Dem- 
ocrats fora restriction of the saloon licenses. 
At Centerville, Gov. Drake’s home, the ques- 
tion at issue was a proposition to give up the 
mulct law and return to prohibition. At 
Brooklyn and -Marshalltown the young men 
put up tickets of their own and late reports 
indicated the success of the movement in 
both cities. May or Pierce of Marshalltown, 
a Baby Mayor ”’ of Iowa, is only 26 years 

At Eldora the “ anti-Curfew bell” Alder- 
men were elected by large majorities. At 
Webster City and one or two smaller cities 
the proposition for the issuance of bonds 
was taken under consideration, and on this 
question women voted. The issue at Cedar 
Falls was the question of granting a fran- 
chise for the construction of an electric line 
from Waterloo. The election was a hot one 
and resulted in the choice of a Council which 
is a tie on the franchise question. McCudy, 
Republican, for Mayor, was elected over 
Graham, Citizens’ candidate, by 234 ma- 
jority. 

At Waterloo there was a peculiar contest. 
Two Republicans were nominated for May- 


or, C. H. Turner, who was supported by the 


railroad men and Illinois Central shopmen, 
and J. M. Groat, the present Mayor, who was 
supported by the other business interests. 

Anamosa—The city election resulted in 
the election of the citizens’ ticket, composed 
of all young men. W. D. Sheean for Mayor 
was elected by 157 majority. The Repub- 
lican ticket was defeated. 

Boone—J. M. Goodson, Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor, was elected today by 300 
majority. as were the Democratic candidates 
for Attorney, Treasurer, Assessor, and Coun- 
cilmen in all. five wards. 

Burlington—The Republicans elected to- 
day a Police Judge and two ward Aldermen; 
Democrats, Alderman-at-large and two ward 
Aldermen. This leaves the City Council Re- 
publican, as at present, with a gain of Re- 
publican Police Judge. 

Cedar Falls—Peter Melendy, Republican, 
was today elected Mayor by a majority of 
234, over Graham, Citizen Democrat.. The 
fight for Councilmen turned on the grant- 
ing of a franchise to the 
dar Falls Rapid Transit company. The 
Council will be a tle, with Mayor unpledged. 

Clinton—Only Aldermen were elected here. 
The Democrats carried everything but one 
ward, electing an Alderman-at-large and 
one ward Alderman each._in the First, 
Sixth, and Seventh Wards. "W. J. McCoy, 
Republican, was on both tickets in the Sec- 
ond Ward. T. Wheeler, Democrat, in 
the Sixth Ward won by one majority. Re- 
sult leaves Council five Democrats, four Re- 
publicans. No special issues were involved. 

Cedar Rapids—At today’s election George 
A. Lincoln, ~— lican, was elected Mayor 
by a majority of fifty; Devendorf, Republic- 
an, for Treasurer; Giberson, Democrat, for 
Judge of the Superior Court: Blaine, Demo- 
crat, for Recorder; Starman, Democrat, for 
Fire Chief: and Farmer, Democrat, for Mar- 
shal, were also elected. 

Council Bluffs—The Republicans today 
elected one Alderman-at-large and two 
ward Aldermen. The proposition for a park 
levy of one mill was carried. A combination 
of Democrats and People’s party elected one 
ward Alderman. 

Grinnell—W. C. Rayburn, Republican, was 
elected Mayor over S. Nelson, Democrat, by 
eighty-three in the election today. The en- 
tire Republican city ticket was elected by 
good majorities. Two Aldermen were 
chosen on the Republican ticket and two on 
the Citizens’. 

Iowa City—At the city election today Steb- 
bins, Republican, for Mayor, defeated Reno, 
Democrat, who had been Mayor eight years. 
The Republicans elected a City Solicitor and 
four out of five Aldermen. The Democrats 
elected Treasurer and Assessor. The chief 
issue was more rigid enforcement of the 
mulct law. 

Muscatine—The Democrats carried the 
city today by majorities ranging from 600 
to 800, electing Mayor Pulliam, four Alder- 
men, Treasurer, and Assessor. The next 
Council will be solidly Democratic. 

Osceola—John W: Boden, Republican, was 
elected Mayor today by a majority of 40. 
John Sanford and Lou London, Republic- 
ans, were e'ected Aldermen in the First and 
Second Wards, and T. B. Arthur, fusion, in 
the Third Ward. There were no contests for 
other offices. The Republican: ucket was 
indorsed by the churches, and the issue was 
for and against billiard halls. 

Oskaloosa+Byron V. Seevers, gold Demo- 
crat, was elected Mayor today by a majority 
of 66. The Citizens’ ticket, Democratic, 
elected “the other city officers.

The can- 
vass was the most bitter ever made in the 
city. A personal fight was made against 
Seevers and,,extreme measures employed.

Waterloo—J. M. Groat was elected Mayor 
today for a third term by a slender majority.

He has deprived Jonah of a. distinction 
which he enjoyed for centuries, and inci- 
dentally robbed the modern application of 
the name of all its significance. He: has 
taken such Mberties with the reputation 
of Solomon that now we don’t know whether 
Solomon. in all his glory was ne’er arrayed 
like ohe of these or was so arrayed: He 
has treated Job with a fine scorn that has 
ha@ a tendency to bring into disrepute the 
influences of the boil which long have been 
regarded as beneficent. And now he kas 
shorn David of the large part of his raep- 
ertory of songs. He nfakes the concession 
that this Hebrew poetry does mot depend 
on rhyme, and that “‘ there are psalms which 
for patriotism are worthy to stand beside 
‘My Country, ’Tis of Thee.’” This ts @ 
fine distinction, for the American anthem 
depends as little on rhyme as any Hebrew 
poetry possibly could. Nevertheless it is to 
be hoped Dr. Abbott will leave a few of 
these old biblical personages undisturbed 
until the people catch up with him in re- 
adjusting their point of view.

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BRYAN’S “ TOLERABLY HONEST DOLLAR.” 

Bryan delivered an address.on “ Bimet- 
allism ”’ at New Haven last week. In bis 
audience there were some Yale students. 
They were sent to college by their parents 
to study, among other things, moral philos- 
ophy aud the theories of sound finance. 
From Bryan they heard the exact reverse 
of the doctrines their preceptors have been 
trying to teach them, 

These students have been instructed that 
absolute honesty is right and expedient, 
Bryan is of a contrary opinion. He stated 
to his audience: : 

Some people tell us they want honest money 
and they speak as though they have a copyright on 
it. Well, 1 don’t insist upon an absolutely honest 
dollar. If I can get one tolerably honest I'll be 
satisfied for a tiime. It will be better than the 
gold dollar. 

Before Bryan set in to announce that a 
“tolerably honest dollar’’ would suit him 
he should have explained to his hearers 
what the people he sneered at mean when 
they speak of “ honest money.” He should 
have stated that those persons wish every 
kind of dollar which is in circulation to be 
as good as the best kind, which is the gold 
dollar. 

If there are silver dollars in circulation 
under a bimetallic or any other system, 
they wish each of those dollars to have the 
same purchasing power as the gold dollar. 
If there are paper dollars, each of them 
shoukl have the purchasing power of the 
gold d@lar. 

One great reason why “ some people tell 
us they want honest money ” is that there 
may not be constant opportunities for dis- 
honesty. If a man lends gold dollars or 
their equivalent in value,or sells land or 
goods for.a sum which it is the understand- 
im: of the parties the seller should receive 
im: gold dollars or their equivalent in value, 
he ought not to be paid inferior money by 
his debtor. 

The men who believe in honest money 
do not want the seller or the lender to be 
cheated by a depreciation of the currency, 
which would enable the purchaser or bor- 
rower to retain all the property and pay for 
anly a part of it, or to return only a portion 
of the money and yet be entitled to a receipt 
in full, 

The difference between these men and 


Bryan is that they believe in absolute hon-. 


esty and he does not. He préfers a “ tolera- 
bly honest dollar ’’—that is, a dishonest dol- 
lar. How much the dollar should be worth 
he will be satisfied with he did not state. 
It may be worth 75 cents or 80 cents, but it 
must not be worth 100 cents and it must be 
made a legal tender for the payment of ex- 
isting debts. 

A man who will avow sentiments like 
these puts himself on record as an intol- 
erably dtshonest individual, unfit to be an 
instructor of youth. Such a man eannot 
be trusted in any of the walks of life, It 
would not be safe to.commit to his care the 
money of the widow or the orphan. 

Nobody could venture to have any busi- 
ness dealings with such a man or to select 
him as judge or arbitrator, and who would 
vote to put in charge of the Nation a man 
who admitted shamelessly that absolute 
honesty was distasteful to him. and that 
he preferred a certain undefined measure 
of dishonesty? 

It is true that Bryan, the man who an- 
nounces that he is satisfied with a “ tolera- 
bly honest dollar,” ran for the Presidency 
last year and got six and a half million 
votes. But if he had stated last year as 
clearly and positively as he does now that 
he wanted a dishonest dollar for fraudu- 
lent purposes he would not have received 
over a million and a half votes. 

Bryan lectures in order to keep himself 
before the public. He thinks that if he 
can remain on exhibition he will be the 
Presidential ‘nominee of Democrats and 
Populists in 1900. That is impossible. 
The rank dishonesty of his recent utter- 
ances—-his open confession of his desire to 
cheat from sheer love of cheating—has put 
him out of the category of possible candi- 
dates. He might as well leave the lecture 
field and go home.

: A LOST BACCHUS, 

And now, after Boston’s long moral strug- 
gle over the possession and public exhibition 
of the naughty Bacchante, and just as the 
contest begins to dic awar, comes the intelli- 
gence that the statue of Bacchus presented 
to that city by King George of Greece has 
mysteriously disappeared. Whether the 
jolly god has been lost or whether the ene- 
mies of the Bacchante, enraged at her 
victory, have kidnaped the head of the 
family and borne him away to some remote 
spot, where he has been ruined beyond recog- 
nition, dees not appear. It is simply known 
that he is long overdue and has not turned 
up, and that no tidings can be had of him. 
It is of course possible that he may have 
been on some vessel which was lost during 
the recent gales and that he has gone down 
into Neptune’s dominions to keep McGinty 
company. It is more likely, however, that 
some of the bean-fed moral reformers of 
Boston have determined to bar out any more 
representatives of the Bacchanalian fam- 
ily and have made way with him. ) 

It may be none of these conjectures are 
accurate and that the fault rests with King 
George of Greece himself. It sill be ad- 
mitted that he has been much occupied 


+ lately in attending to a little difference of 


opinion between himself and the powers of 
Europe, but that bardly excuses him from 


failing to expedite the trausportation of the 


statue to Boston. It is not considerate in 
the potentate of all that remains of ancient 


Athens to permit the serenity of modern 


_ | Athens to become ruffled when a trifle like 
| one bronze statue of Bacchus would amonth 
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out the whole affair. It is not that Boston 
needs this Bacchus, but the city of culture 
has heen formally presented with the statue 
and is becoming worried because it has not 
materialized. King George was induced to 
make the gift as an evidence of good feeling 
when the Boston athletes attended the 
Olympian games and carried off many of the 
choice laurels. Naturally, therefore, King 
George is looked to for anexplanation. The 
unfortunate part of it all is that the City 
Council bad already decided to set up the 
statue in its meeting place, Boston might 
be content to wait in patience, but the Coun- 
cil has no such intention, JXing George has 
shown himself possessed of great courage, 
but he cannot be expected to dare ineur the 
wrath of the Boston City Council. It is 
probable, therefore, when he opens the mail 
coutaining that ¢ollective note of the powers 
he will also find an ultimatum from Boston, 
the purport of which will be, “ Bacchus or 
Mars.” Always providing Bacchus has not 
met with foul play.

M’KINLEY’S HOME LEAVING. 

The preparations for the inauguration of 
President McKinley have been made on a 
lavish scale, but commensurate with the 
importance and dignity of the occasion. A 
host of men from all sections of .the United 
States ‘is gathering at the National Capital 
to form a part of the spectacle. When the 
eventful day dawns the City of Washington 
will be crowded with a vast peace army 
representing all shades of political feeling. 
They will line the broad avenues when the 
great parade. sweeps past and join in 
the cheers when the new Chief 
Executive makes maiden address 
as President. of the republic. There 
may remain in a few hearts a feeling 
of rancor over defeat, but the multitude, ir- 
respective of past or present affiliations, will 
indulge only the sentiment of good-will, and 
by their warm acclaim testify to the deep 
significance of the occasion that brings them 
together. : 

There will be a moment of solemnity 
when the retiring President of the nation 
formally yields the distinguished place to 
his successor and retires to the plane shared 
equally by every other citizen of the coun- 
try. But the solemnity will be short-lived 
and will be quickly. swallowed yp by the 
round of festivity, formal and impromptu, 
to which the great gathering will be given 
up during the inaugural season. ‘ 

Many men have had a hand in arranging 
the myriad plans for the event, and it is nat- 
ural that they should Have attempted to 
environ it with &s great a pomp amd splen- 
dor as the occasion would permit. But while 
they have been arranging the imposing set- 
ting for the national spectacle, possible only 
for a great free people, the man who is to 
be the central figure of it all and about 
whom every detail finally must revolve has 
been clinging to that peaceful hearth: in 
Canton which has become a form of shrine 
at which the people have delighted to pay 
their homage. He has set out at last for 
the sqpne of Ins crowning glory. From the 
day William, McKinley was nominated for 
the highest place within the gift of the peo- 
ple he has been subjected to the closest pub- 
lic scrutiny. It has happily been his lot 
to pass most of the time close to his own 
fireside, and this picture of. domesticitv— 
softened and ennobled by the loving and 
constant solicitude of wife and mother— 
has become deeply implanted in the heart 
of every true-hearted American. There is 
an inevitable suggestion, therefore, of the 
sentiment of “ Breaking Home Ties ” in the 
parting of this man from his quiet home sur- 
roundings to plunge into the glare of the 
nation’s capital as the chosen chief of 70,- 
000,000 people... Accompanying the thought, 
of course, is the satisfying reflection that he 
but returns to the school of government in 
which he has been so thoroughly tested to 
step into a higher and the highest class. 
But no one familiar with the intense, vex- 
atious, and heart-breaking burdens which 
he assumes in accepting the responsibilities 
of his new position can fail to temper con- 
gratulations with a note of pity that so 
much of the best in life must be sacrificed. 

In two days more Mr. McKinley will be- 
come President of the United States, and 
it is a good omen for the future of the peo- 
ple aml for his own place in the history that 
is to be made in the next four years that his 
prospective honors hava not turned him 
from the fullest participation in the sweet 
simplicity of his domestic life. [lis reputa- 
tion for rugged honesty, sincerity of pur- 
pose, and abundant capacity for the arduous 
duties he will undertake has grown with 
every added light on his habits of life. 

May he live to verify all the fair promise 
that attends him at this season and deserve 
the confidence and support which the great- 
est nation on the globe is prepared to lavish 
on him, ; 

DEMANDS OF THE SUGAR TRUST. 

The sugar trust wants more protection in 
order that it may give more “ employment 
to American labor.” At present and since 
1804 it has been protected against the com- 
petition of foreign refined sugar by a differ- 
ential duty of an eighth of a cent a pound. 
The trust does not cousider that enough and 
would like to have it doubled. 

The trust. has other advantages besides 
those given by the tariff. It has enormous 
capital. It is the largest sugar buyer inthe 
world. It can avail itself of any momentary 
Grop in the price of raw .sugar to lay ina 
large stock. It has the best machinery and 
the most improved methods of manufacture. 

Thanks to all these advantages, the trust 
has been able to make profits, some idea of 
which cau be gleaned from the following 
table:

In a communication sent by Mr. Searles 
to the Committee on Ways and Means 
great stress is laid on the fact that last 
year some German fefined sugar of in- 
ferior quality was imported in spite of the 
duty. That was in many cases the only 
sugar obtainable by wholesalers to whom 
the trust would not sell because they would 
not obey its orders. 

The total imports of refined sugar last 
year amounted to 196 million pounds.. This 
may seem a great deal, but it was less than 
three pou cs per capita, while the total 
ption of the country is about 
seventy pounds per capita. Therefore over 
05. per cent of the sugar consumed was re- 
fined in the United States. 

Had the duty been higher, so as to keep 
out entirely the foreign refined sugar, the 
trust would have been enabled to. charge 
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It would not have been bothered by the 
petty competition it complains of. 

The next Congress should be careful not 
to comply with the request of the trust. It 
is not made in the interest of labor. The 
trust etaploys comparatively few people, 
‘and does not pay them well. It is not made 
in the interest of the government, to give it 
more revenue, for the desire.of the trust is 
to stop importations. ‘The request, if 
granted, would benefit Dhly.a defiant, con- 
scienceless, greedy monopoly. 


THE OUTLOOK FOR CUBA. 

In three days more one of the most sor- 
rowful and disgraceful chapters in United 
States history, that devoted to the treat- 
ment of Cuba by the Cleveland administra- 
tion, will come to an end, and the Ameri- 
can people, without distinction of party, 
will give a sigh of relief, for the Democrats 
have repudiated its policy and the Repub- 
licans have never indorsed it. Bad as this 
policy has been, and industrious as Cleve- 
land has been in its enforcement, THE CHurI- 
caco TRIBUNE does not believe it originat- 
ed with him, butt with the selfish, opinion- 
ated, cold-blooded Olney, and that in some 
way or other he hypnotized Cleveland. In 
any event, Cleveland looked upon Olney as 
a mentor, and followed blindly Wherever 
he led. Tue TRIBUNE does not believe 
that Cleveland is a man who, of his own 
motion, would disregard the claims of hu- 
manity and the rights of American citi- 
zens. os 

But whether Mr. Cleveland led or only 
followed, he goes out of office smirched, as 
Olney does. This is all the more to be re- 
gretted as in some respects the President 
has acquitted himself admirably. On 
more than one occasion he has stood up 
manfully for the right. He has made a 
national reputation, for himself by his firm 
stand against Bryanism, repudiation, and 
unsound money, as well as against Debs- 
ism, mob violence, and infraction of the 
law. Unfortunately, however, he allowed 
himself in the Cuban matter to be guided 
by Olney, and where has it led him? 

First and foremost, it has led him to. the 
utter ignoring of the rights of American 
citizens. The United States has a treaty 
with Spain which provides, among other 
things, that an American prisoner shall 
not be kept “ incommunicado ” over seven- 
ty-two hours. No attempt has been made 
to enforce that treaty provision for the 
protection of the rights of American citi- 
zens. What would England have done 
under similar -circumstances? Suppose 
that one or more of its citizens had been 
locked up and the treaty’ stipula- 
tions -had been disregarded. . How long 
would it have been before its ves- 
sels of war would have been in 
the harbor and reduced Havana to ruins 
if the men were not released and Spain had 
not made ample apology and indemnity? 


The people of this country claim to be de- 


scended largely from the English and to 
have inherited the English spirit. Low 
have they displayed ‘it? All this is the 
more extraordinary on Olney’s part because 
un year ago he boldly ficed England in the 
Venezuela matter, manfully stood. up for 
the Monroe doctrine and its application to 
that country. Many’ people feared it 
would precipitate war, but Olney was not 
alarmed, though we had not a gun mounted 
for shore defense nor & navy which could 
have stood before the British. But he 
spoke out for the whole American péople. 
Hie believed in their rights and successfully 
maintained them. But, while England 
would bave been a dangerous enemy, Spain 
was not, and yet he let Spain have its own 
way, and under his maleficent influence the 
United States has been the guard of butch- 
The State Department, the Navy De- 
partment, the Department of Justice have 
all been enlisted on'‘the side of Spanish 
tyranny and against the Cubans. 

Now, -if the new Premier shall imitate 
Olney, and smirch McNHinley as Olney has 
smirched Cleveland, then he will pull down 
his own reputation much faster than he has 
built it up, and the Republican party will 
be left in a pretty -plight. Wither it will 
have to accept the responsibility for what 
Mr. MeKinley does or it will have to dis- 
own Mr. Mckinley. There is no way of 
safety except to have done with this mis- 
erable, paltering, pusillanimous policy of 
the last two years. Spain must he norified 
it has cone far enough. This country can 
no longer stand by and see its neighbors 
butchered, its commerce destroyed, the 
rights of its people trampled upon. The 
independence of the Cubans must be recog- 
nized. If this had been done two years ago 
everything would have been peaceful now. 
Spain would have made some arrangement 
with Cuba by which the latter could have 
paid for its freedom, under some possible 
guaranty by the United States, As it now 
stands, the only Democrat who has come 
out of this business with any credit is Con- 
sul-General Lee. He has been every inch 
an American. The people will now look to 
the new administration for an American 
policy. 


JUDGE SEARS’ POLICY. 

It is alleged that Judge Sears is the candi- 
date of the “ machine.”” He has answered 
that charge fully. He has stated that he 
considers himself the candidate of the Re- 
publican party and that he has made pledges 
to nobody.

He proposes. to appoint competent men, 
who are Republicans. Whether they have 
been “ anti-machine”’ or **‘ machine ” men 
will not influence his judgment. He does 


not intend to look upon some Republicans as 


friends and others as enemies. 

But in addition to that he has enunciated 
two principles which are to guide his con- 
duct ‘as Mayor. -_He proposes to maintain 
the civil service haw faithfully in letter and 
spirit and to make every effort in his power 
to secure for the city adequate compensa- 
tion for franchises granted by it. 

From that position it will be useless for 
either friend or foe to try to budge him. 
Whatever appointments he may make he 
will make none which will cdénflict with 
either of those two emphatic declarations. 

If the “ machine” should endeavor to 
make him change front he would not do so. 
If the “ anti-machine ” men shorfd try to 
inake him modify his attitnde they wouid 
fail. Regarding those two great subjects of 
civil service and compensation for fran- 
chises, in which all the people are interested, 
he oceupies a position which must meet 
their hearty approval. So long as he is 
sound on those points it matters little if 
some of his appointees should have acted 
with one faction and some with another be- 
fore or after bis election.

ARTISTS TO APPEAR IN A PAGEANT. 


Historical Subjects to Be Revived by 
Living Actors—BDetails to Be 
Perfected day.

The Board of Counselors of the Central 
Art Association will meet this afternoon in 
the Auditorium Building and perfect plans 
for the historical pageant of artiets and art 
subjects which is to be presented at the Art 
institute on Thursday evening. 

President Halsey C. Ives, who will hehd 
the procession of artists, taking place at 
9 o’clock on Thursday evening, will arrive 
in the city today. The arrangemegts, how- 
ever, have been practically completed be- 
fore his coming. The grand march will be 
if five, sections, of which the first. will be 
under the direction of Lorado Taft, and will 
consist of ancient Greeks in costumes as ac- 
They will 
represent the portions of the frieze of the 
Parthenon and will be followed by heralds. 
venerable men, Athenian maidens, strangers 
in the city bearing offerings of wine in large 
vases, young men dressed as warriors, with 
clanking armor, and then the populace, with 
several devotees of Bacchus, 

The second section will be that of the. 
Venetian renaissance, which will represent 
Venetian life in the time of the Doges, the 
particular incident chosen for this purpose 
being a religious procession gf St. George. 
This is to be led by a group of noblemen, who 
will be followed by the sacred figure of St. 
George, gilded, carried on an elaborate litter 
borne by young men. Church dignitaries and 
then the Doge and his spouse, arrayedin the 
authentic costumes of the time, will appear, 
attended by nobles, common people, and 
peasantry. 

The third section will represent the Romafi 
renaissance of the time of Pope Julius II., 
showing the Pope on his way with a party 
to view the decoraton of the Sistine Chapel, 
and surrounded by Cardinals and other high 
dignitaries. In this group will be shown sev- 
eral of the great artists of the time—Leonar- 
do da Vinci, Michael Angelo, and Raphael— 
noble women of Rome, and monks. 

The fourth section is designed to represent 
the spirit of the German renaissance. It will 
be a procession of the guilds in Nuremberg, 
presenting several artists of the time, the in- 
ventors of printing, Martin Luther, and 
Erasmus. 

The Dutch section, the fifth, will be more 
pastoral than the ones preceding it. It will 
be led by four Burgomasters smoking pipes, 
who will be followed by a group of children 
dancing merrily around a Maypole. After 
them will appear a litter covered with vege- 
tables from the fields, borne in the midst of 
a group of rejoicing peasants. Painters of 
the period and characters from their works 
will also be represented, and the procession 
will close with the appearance of an old- 
time Netherland sleigh, which will carry a 
Holland maiden dressed in white, and a pro- 
cession of staid Dutch citizens of the time. 

Pretty tableaux will,be shown frequently 
during the time of the procession when thé 
chief figures reach the main staircase, which 
is #0 be decorated with a view to forming a 
background for effective scenes, Courts of 
the historical characters in the procession 
will be formed in the rooms of the institute, 
where productions of noted works of artists 
will end the evening. Five hundred artists 
will take part in the entertainment.

'BOUENERTS IN A CRASH. 


PRIVATE BANKER AND VESSHL 
AGENTS MAKE ASSIGNMENTS. 


Both Concerns Go Into .the Hands of 
Joachim Boenert—Assets and Lia- 
bilities to Be Determined by an In- 
spection of the Books—Said to Be 
Between 85,000 and $15,000 — Al- 
phons Kopp Says He Will Try to 
Have Anton Indicted. 


Anton Boenert, private banker, and A. 
Boenert & Co., steamship agents, made an 
assignment yesterday to Joachim Boenert, 
brother of Anton, and a judgment for $6,150 
was entered in the Circuit Court by Hyman 
Lowy against Anton Boenert. No statemert 
of the liabilities and assets of Anton Boenert 
was made either by him or the assignce. 
Arthur Boenert of A. Boenert & Co. said the 
liabilities of his firm were between $5,000 aud 
$10,000 and that the assets would be sufficieni 
to pay 100 cents on the dollar. 

The assignee said the affairs of Anton 
Boenert were so involved that no estimate 
of the value of the assets or the amount of 
the Habilities could be made without an ex- 
amination of the books. 

The failures were brought about by the fall- 
ure of the Nationa) Bank of Illinois and the 
private banking houses of E. 8. Dreyer & Co. 
and Wasmansdorff & Heinemann. They 
were probably hastened by the action taken 
by Alphonse Kopp, one of Anton Boenert’s 
depositors, who recently had him arrested 
on a charge of embezzlement. The matter 
reached a hearing last Thursday before 
Justice Hoglund, and the complainant asked 
for the dismissal! of the charge. 

Kopp Talks of “ Forgery.” 

Kopp’s attorney said yesterday afternoon 
the matter would be submitted to State’s- 
Attorney Deneen today, and that an effort 
would be made to have Anton Boenert in- 
dicted for alleged forgery. 

Kopp charges that Boenert altered his 
certificate of deposit, putting in a time 
clause after repayment of the money on 
deposit, amounting at the present time to 
$365, had been demanded. Under the pro- 
visions of the criminal code‘ this would, 
according to Attorney A. F. Nechvatal, No. 
80) Illinois Bank Building, who represents 
Kopp, be punishable as forgery. 

The certificate of deposit reads:

The figure 9 appears to have been written 
over another figure, which looks like a 3.

Kopp Positive in His Allegations. 


Kopp is willing to swear he deposited his 
money only on the understanding he was to 
get it without notice. He is almost wholly 
ignorant of English. He says he did not 
notice the time clause until the second oc- 
casion when he called for his money. Then 
his attention was directed to it by Boenert. 
His attorney said yesterday there were wit- 
nesses who would swear they had seen the 
certificate when there were no figures in the 
blank space left in the time clause. 

According te the receipts on the back of the 
certificate Kopp drew out $215 of the amount 
calied for by the paper as follows:

What Nechvatal Will Try to Prove. 


The National Bank of Illinois failed on 
Dec. 17. Kopp céalled on Dec. 19 and de- 
manded payment of the entire amount on 
deposit. He secured $20. He says he was 
left by Boenert in the latter’s private of- 
fice while Boenert went to the general of- 
fice, apparently to secure the money. At- 
torney Nechvatal will try to prove that the 
first figures in the time clause were insert- 
ed at this time and that the figure was 
changed the next time Kopp demanded 
more money. 

. The section defining forgery. is extremely 
broad. It is 151 of the criminal code. Ib 
provides: 

Every person who shall falsely make, alter, 
forge, or counterfeit any retord or other authentic 
matter of a public nature, contract, prom- 
issory note, due bill for the payment of any money 
or property, receipt for money or property : 
with intent to damage or defraud any person : 
shall be deemed guilty of forgery, and shall be 
imprisoned in the penitentiary not less than one 
wear nor more than fourteen years. 


Judgment Note for 86,000. 


The note upon which judgment was en- 
tered against Anton Boenert was for $6,000. 
It was made April 30, 1896, and was secured, 
according to Anton Boenert, by a first mort- 
gage on twenty acres of West Hammond 
real estate, which Boenert values at $8,000, 
Boenert said the assignments were made 
to protect the other creditors. The firm of 
A. Boenert & Co., embraces Arthur Boenert 
alone. In 1894 Mrs. Auguste Boenert, mother 
of Arthur and wife of Anton, had an interest 
in the business. 

Joachim RBoenert is a brother of Anton. 
He is the proprietor of the Hotel Le Grand, 
at Kinzie and Wells streets. 

A few weeks ago Anton Boenert reported 
that he had been held’ up and robbed of 
$1,800 in his place of business. The police 
investigated the story and never obtained 
any clew to the identity of the robbers. 
Anton grew greatly excited when talking of 
the robbery and said the loss would fall 
heavily upon him. 


Liabilities Between $10,000 and $15,000 


Late last evening, after some work had 
been ‘done on the books, Anton said his lia- 
bilities probably would be between $10,000 
and $15,000. He said if the assets were in- 
sufficient to pay all, his earning capacity re- 
mained unimpaired and he would not give 
up the struggle until he had paid off the last 
cent. 

Boenert’s depositors are all poor German 
people. Boenert says he does not believe 
there are more than fifty depositors. 

Speaking of Kopp’s certificate, Attorney 
Necbvatal said yesterday: 

“TT calle@ on Boenert and demanded im- 
mediate payment, telling him the time clause 
was written in on Dec. 19, or at least after 
payment was demanded. He did not deny 
it, but replied, ‘ That’s all right; the Illinois 
Nationa! Bank, failed and I had to do it.’ 
He made the same reply when his attention 
was directed to the alteration of the figures. 
I shall ask the State’s-Attorney to bring the 
matter before the grand jury.”’ 

Boenert Gives His Side. 


Anton Boenert said: “ Since September 
last I have paid out $35,000. The pressure 
has been strong since Dec. 17. If I had 
wanted to beat my creditors I could have 
stolen $25,000 last fall. Last week I settled 
as administrator of the estate of Charles 
Lange, paying in $4,400. I have received no 
deposits since Jan. 1, ané few since the bank 
faijures. I did not adimit having altered the 
time clause. What I said wae I would not 
have enforced it. but for the bank failures. 
I have been im business here twenty-five 
years. I do not recollect all the circum- 
stances about the time clause, but it is 
possible the change from 30 to 90 days was 
made when the certificate was made. Were 
not the figures 30 printed?” 

Boenert tses a printed form in which the 
thirty-day clause is printed.

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FIRE IN SECOXD REGIMENT ARMORY. 


Flames Break Out in the West Side 
Structure and Damage Uniforms 
and Quartermaster’s Stores. 


For a short time yesterday afternoon the 
big Second Regiment Armory Building at 
Washington boulevard and Curtis street was 
threatened with destruction by fire. Flames 
were discovered in the Quartermaster’s de- 
partment. M. Shannon, the engineer fn the 
building, saw smoke pouring through the 
crevices in the wall separating his rooms 
from the s ooms on the second floor. 
Fire engine company No. 38 on Curtis street, 
directly opposite gghe armory building, was 
called. upon, but when the door leading to 
the storeroome was forced open it was seen 
that the firemen could not cope with the 
flames. The Quartermaster’s department 
fronts on Curtis street. It wae filled with 
uniforms, helmets, and supplies used by 
the regiment. All of the articles stored there 
were ruined, causing a loss of nearly $1,000 
to the State. 

The firemen experienced considerable dif- 
ficulty in reaching the flames owing tothe 
dense smoke. Tile blaze was kept confined, 


however, in the storerooms and no damage 


was done to the building proper. But tew 
of the members of the regiment were in 
the bujlding at the time the fire’was dis- 
covered,.but it was not long before they 
came flocking towards their headquarters in 
large numbers, both ,ofticers and privates. 


The scene resembled that of the railroad © 


strike, when the Second was called out to 
do duty in the Stock-Yards district. Tele- 
phone message? were sent to the different 
officers urging their presence at the armory. 
Some were told that the building was on 
fire, while others were simply told to come 
at once. Visions of rioting strikers passed 
through the minds of the uninformed and no 
time was lost in responding to the call. 

The arrival of the Fire Department was 
prompt. The men hesitated, however, before 
entering the bullding, fearing that a large 
amount of powacr was stored in the place. 
Their fears were groundless; sor noting but 
blank cartridges were stored:-in the building.

In 
addition to the Mayor, Commander Booth- 
Tucker, Capt. Brewer, and Luther Laflin 
Mills, who attended the meeting on Satur- 
day; Controller Wetherell was also present 
yesterday and explained the status of the 
city’s ownership of the waste lands. The 
lease of ‘the Gage tract, he said, was at 
present extended to Nicholas Scholtes, who 
paid only a nominal rent. The lease expires 
on April 28, but could be revoked on notice 
at any time. The land originally came to 
the city as an asset of the estate of D. A. 
Gage, whose defalcation, brought it into 
the possession of the city, on which it has 
been a white elephant ever since, neces- 
sitating® the payment of $2,300 by the city 
annually in taxes. Its legalized occupation 
by the city, however, is considered neces- 
sary in order to prevent the encroachment 
of squatters. 

It was said by those at the meeting that 
the Council could make no better use of the 
tract than by giving it over to the Salvation 
Army people for the purpose of giving em- 

loyment to the igle, and a chance to the 

ungry to earn their living. 

Mayor Swift spoke in high commendation 
of the schema

RECEIVER’S AGENTS OPEN VAULTS 
OF WILLOUGHBY, HILL & CO. 


Judge Hanecy Restrains the Directors 
from Holdizug an Official Meeting, 
Fedring They Would Ratify the 
Bank Judgments—Chicago Stock- 


holders Ordered to Answer Con- 


tempt Charge — Stei&-Bloch Fac- 
tion Files an Amended Bill.

_ The factional contests between the various 
creditors of Willoughby, Hill & Co. were 
carried on yesterday in a brisk manmer. 
Receiver Edward B. McKey led off in the 
scramble for advantage by making an attack 
on the vaults of the concern late on Sunday 
night, capturing the books, although it was 
necessary to break the lock open to get at 
them. 

During the morning there was to have been 
& meeting of the directors. Just what was 


| the real purpose of the meeting does not 


appear, but the receiver and Messrs. Walker, 
Judd, and Hawley, attornéys for Alfred 
Benjamin & Co. of New York, on whose 
petition the receiver was appointed, were 
afraid it was to ratify the judgments which 
have been entered in. favor of the Fort Dear- 
born National Bank, or in some other way 


to interfcre with the company’s assets. For | 


this reason an injunction was obtained in 

Judge Hanecy’s court restraining the di- 

rectors from meeting in an official capacity. 
Takes Control of Oyster House. 

A little later another order of the court 
was obtained by Receiver McKey giving him 
authority to assume control of the Boston 
Oyster House, and to keep it open to the 
public for the benefit of the creditors and 
to preserve the property. He took possession 
under this order shortly before noon and 
will run it. 

In another quarter still the financial em- 
barrassments of the company were being 
aired. The Chicago stockholders, David B. 
Hill, James Tracey Hill, D. A. Hill® Luther 
M. Tracey, and Mary E. Hill, were ordered 
to appear before Judge Showalter in the 
United States Circuit Court to show cause 
whether they were not in contempt in mak- 
ing confessions of judgments in defiance of 
an injunction of the court, obtained by the 
Stein-Bloch company of Rochester, N. Y., 
on Feb. 20, and as to whether this company 
is not .entitled to an injunction and a re- 
celver under its several bills. Attorneys 
John P. Wilson, G. W. Northrup, and 8. 
O. Levinson appeared for the Eastern con- 
cern, and Attorneys 8. 8S. Gregory and F. 
M. Smith represented respectively Willough- 
by, Hill & Co. and the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional Bank. 


Stein-Blech Company’s Allegations. 

Prior to the opening of court the attorneys 
for the Stein-Bloch company filed an amend- 
ed and supplemental bill, which together 
bring the history of the case up to Satur- 
day, and state the circumstances attending 
the entry of judgment, the levy by the 
Sheriff; and the suspension of business. It 
was charged that the confessions were 
fraudulent, and that they were in fact et- 
joined by the original bill of last February. 

On the other side it was contended that 
the confessions of judgment were not in 
contempt of court’s injunction, although it 
was admitted that the notes for $25,000 and 
$42,000, payable to the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional Bank and: dated on Dec. 81, 1896, and 
Jan. 2, 1897, respectively, were, in fact, made 
on Jan. 15, the day previous to tfie annual 
election of officers. Nevertheless, it was 
contended that the bank had an undoubted 
right to enter up the confessions of judg- 
ment according to what appeared on the 
face of the notes. 

Critical Hearing for Today. 

An effort was made by the attorneys for 
the Stein-Bloch company to obtain an ad- 
journment for the purpose, as Mr. Wilson 
explained, of securing evidence to prove that 
the notes were invalid. This, it is undcr- 
stood, will be one of the principal conten- 
tions of those who are fighting the judg- 
ments obtained by the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional Bank. The other side objected to 
protracted delay, unless the matter of the 
injunction was taken up at once and dis- 
posed of. This in turn aroused a storm of 
protests from the other side, and at length 
the case went over until this morning at 
10 o’clock, when both the contempt and the 
injunction matters will come up for argu- 
ment again. 

In the meantime Deputy Sheriff Jenkins 
holds possession of the defunct concern’s 
clothing store at Clark and Madison streets. 
The only attempt made to dispute his right 
to any portion of the stock was that of Re 
ceiver McKey on Sunday night. The at- 
torneys for the company and the larger 
creditors say they offered no opposition 
to the batter’s expressed intention of getting 
possession of the books, and that he could 


have had them without going to the extreme. | 


of forcing open the safe, but for some rea- 
son, known only to himself and his at- 
torneys, he was determined to capture them 
at the earliest opportunity. 

Receiver McKey planned his canrpaign 


with the assistance of Deputy Coroner 
Phillips. About 6 o’clock he went to the 
store and secured service on the Deputy 
Sheriffs in charge. They refused to recog- 
nize it to the extent of allowing McKey and 
the Deputy Coroner to enter the building. 


After some difficulty, however, the Deputy. 


Coroner was allowed to enter with the un- 
derstanding that he could take the books if 
he could get them. 

Deputy Sheriff Jenkins evidently had no 
fears at the time that the books would he 
removed, inasmuch as they were locked up 
in the vaults. But for this the receiver had 
made preparation by introducing a lock- 
smith as one of the Coroner’s party. Once 
inside this little force was secure, and, not- 
withstanding Receiver McKey was kept on 
the outside, it succeeded in breaking into 
the safe and securing the books. They were 
conveyed to two carriages that had been 
kept in waiting and carried off in triumph to 
some secret place of hiding. 

Receiver McKey Won’t Explain. 

Receiver McKey refuses to say where he 
placed the books and infers that he will 
keep his secret until the proper time arrives 
for showing them in court. He gives no 
reason for taking such radical action or for 
doing the work at night, except that he 
wished to be sure of getting the books at 
the earliest opportunity. 

In this position the affairs of the concern 
are likely to remain until the Federal Court 
has decided on the validity of the two largest 
judgments. Should these be held invalid 
the other creditors will be in a position to 
drop upon the assets by means of the re- 
ceivership, which now exists under the State 
courts: What would be the consequences 
and the resulting complications in case 
Judge Showalter in the Federal Court ap- 
points a receiver on the petitions now before 
him the attorneys were unwilling to make 
even a surmise yesterday. : 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY STORY DENIED. 


President Harper, Secretary Good- 
speed, and Treasurer Hutchinson 
Pronounce the Publication False. 


President W. R. Harper, Treasurer Charles 
L.: Hutchinson, and Secretary T. W. Good- 
speed of the university yesterday all declared 
to be untrue the story which appeared in 
the New York Herald, that the University 
of Chicago was running behind; that there 
were extravagances; that Potter Palmer, 
Marshall Field, and George M. Pullman had 
refused ft further assistance; that Dr. W. 
R. Harper had threatened to resign; and that 
John D. Rockefeller had come to the rescue 
with a pledge of $10,000,000. 

‘The story has absolutely no foundation. 
It is made out of whole cloth,” said Treasurer 
Hutchinson. 

“The statement telegraphed to New York 
concerning the University of Chicago is abso- 
lutely false in ‘every particular,”’ said Dr. 
Harper. 

Secretary Goodspeed said yesterday the 
university never had run. behind $250,000 in 
a year. Laat year it ran behind $50,000, and 
that wae duly announced by President 
Harper in convocation. He said: 

‘“‘Dr. Harper:never threatened to resign. 
Sixteen months ago Mr. Rockefeller gave 
us $3,000,000, of Which we received $1,000,000 
outright, the balance being conditioned on 
our raising a like amount by Jan. 1, 1900. 
We have since received $1,000,000 from Miss 
Helen Culver, and $40,000 or $50,000 from 
various sources, and I am confident we will 
raise it all before the day named. We have 
not asked Mr. Rockefeller for more money, 
and -he is not going around saying he will 
give $10,000,000 without being asked for it.”’

WEST CHICAGO STREET RAILROAD 
GIVES SUCH NOTICE. 


Will Be Patd at Par and Accrued In- 
ferest Upon Presentation — Will 
Leave No Debt Aside from Bond 
Issues — Increase in Traffic on the 
Yerkes Lines—Cut in Biscuit in the 
East—Metropolitan Connection Is 
Nearing Completion. 


The West Chicago Street railroad will re- 
tire upon presentation all its outstanding 
certificates of indebtedness at par and ac- 
The company announced by 
advertisement on Saturday it would redeem 
on April 28 $2,000,000 of its debentures, and 
last night announcement was made that all 
the other debentures, which have been issued 
from time to time, would be taken up at 
par. This offer will hold good in the case 
of the ones which under the terms of their 
issue can be called at sixty days’ notice. 
The $2,000,000 are the ones which have the 
sixty days clause, and there are in addition 
in the neighborhood of $700,000 which are 
due in about one year. All are to be re- 
deemed upon presentation. 

The notice of the redemption of these de- 
bentures follows close upon the completion 
of the sale of the remaining $2,500,000 of 
West Chicago Street railroad consolidated 
bonds to the Eastern syndicates. It means 
the West Chicago Street railroad is now 
free from debt, except that represented by 
its issue of bonds, and according to Mr. 
Yerkes’ statement made at the annual meet- 
ing of the company it should now have in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000 in cash. 

West Chicago took the lead in the local 
market yesterday, and from an opening at 
06 advanced to 96%, after a decline to 95% 
had been shown. There was a little weak- 
ness at the close, with the last quotation 
95%. North Chicago opened at 211, with a 
sale of five shares at that figure. There 
was a sale of fifty shares in the account 
after the opening call at 213. Lake Street 
sold at 17 and 17%. 


Gains in West Chicago Earnings. 


The West Chicago Street railroad is said 
to be showing considerable gains in net 


earnings. Since John M. Roach became. 


General Manager of the West Chicago Street 
railroad, succeeding John B. Parsons, 4 
number of economies have been introduce 

which are said to have effected a saving of 
more than $300 a day, which would make a 
net gain for the year of more than $100,000. 
At the same time the gross receipts of the 
company have shown some increase. Mr. 
Roach went over to the ‘West ‘Chicago 
Street railroad with the understanding that 
he would make a considerable cut in op- 
erating expenses. It was thought at the 
time by some that the economies he pro- 
posed instituting would have an effect upon 
the traffic of the road. Trains were cut 


Gown from a schedule of one every one and 


one-half minutes to one every two minutes, 
and the big grip cars were changed to dum- 
my grips and the conductors taken off. So 
far these changes have not seemed to affect 
traffic, which has shown a constant increase 
instead of a decrease. The sale of the West 
Chicago consolidated bonds will reduce the 
interest rate on $3,000,000 of securities 1 per 
cent, which will mean a saving of $30,000 a 
year. If the reports are true regarding the 
traffic of the line and receipts from operat- 
ing expenses, the road should have no diffi- 
culty in earning dividend charges during 
the present year. 

North Chicago's Favorable Showing. 

The North Chicago Street railroaii has 
also shown an fncrease in traffic over the 
figures of last yéar, though it is said to 
be small. During the first six months of 
1896 there was a considerable increase over 


‘the figures of the preceding year, but the 


figures of the last half of the year were 
practically the same as 1895. The most of 
the increase in the North Chicago traffic 
comes from the electric lines, as is the case 
with the West Chicago system. The traf- 
fic on Madison street on the West Side cars 
has shown a decrease owing to the conipeti- 
tion of the elevated roads, but the increase 
in the electric lines more than offsets this. 
On the North Side traffic on the cable lines 
is practically the same as that of 1895, while 
that of the electric lines is considerably 
heavier. 

The Metropolitan Elevated ratftroad has 
now practically all the iron on the ground 
for its connection with the Union Loop, and 
@ portion of this has been erected. It Is 
said all the fron will be in place by the end 
of next week and that rails will be laid 
and the connection will be ready for opera- 
tion long before the completion of the loop. 
The Metropolitan will be enabled therefore 
to gain the advantage of the increased loop 
traffic as soon as the rails are laid and sta- 
tions completed on the Union Loop. 

The American Biscuit company owns a 
good-sized plant in New York, and it was 
reported yesterday this company had Insti- 
tuted a cut there by way of retaliation 
against the New York Biscuit company for 
its cuts inthe West. Heretofore the cutting 
of prices by the two companies has been 
confined entirely to the section lying west 
of the Alleghantes. If the. cut has been 
made, as it is claimed, it is likely to prolong 
the war between the two big bakery con- 
cerns. 


Henry Clews & Co. Suit Up Again. 


The suit of Henry Clews & Co. against

PROBLEM WHETHER EAST-BOUND 
RATES HAVE BEEN RESTORED. 


Traffic Officials Declare Such Action 
Has Been. Taken—Board of Trade 
Mem Say Some Roads Are Taking 
Business at Less than Tarif-—Much 
Depends on Whether the Norfolk 
and Western Joins the Pool—Com- 
peting Lines Interested. 


Under instructions from the Board of Con- 
trol (Presidents) of the joint traffic pool all 
the roads parties to the agreement were to 
have restored east-bound freight rates from 
Chicago, St. Louis, Peoria, and all junction 
points with Western roads yesterday. 
Whether the Presidents’ orders were obeyed 
could not be fully ascertained. The traffic 
Officials of all the east-bound roads from 
Chicago declared they had restored all rates 
to tariff yesterday morning. 

On the other hand it was asserted on the 
Board of Trade that some roads were taking 


business yesterday at less than tariff. It. 


will require several days before it can be 
determined fully whether the roads are car~ 
rying out the instructions of the Presidents 
of the pool lines. 

Much depends upon the outcome of the 
negotiations now in progress between a com- 
mittee of five appointed by the Board of 
Presidents of the joint traffic pool and the 
receivers of the Norfolk and Western rail- 
way, with a. view of getting the latter to 
join the pool. If this road cannot be induced 
to join it will be hard work to restrain the 
pool lines from rate cutting. The Norfolk 
and Western is quoting rates from 25 to 40 
per @ent below the tariff rates of the pool 
lines from and to all points in the West. 

The. Big Four and Chesapeake and Ohio 
roads are direct competitors of the Norfolk 
and Western and would have to be allowed 
to meet the rates of the Norfolk and West- 
ern. This would forcé most of the Western 
export and import business via Norfolk and 
Newport News, and the New York trunk 
lines would before long be compelled to meet 
the rates made by those roads to protect 
New York and the other Eastern seaboard 
points. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various roads 
running, east from Chicago Yor the week 
ending last Thursday amounted to 80,872 
tons, against 88,807 tons for the week previ- 
ous, and 71,041 tons for the corresponding 
week last year. Flour shipments last week 
were 11,023 tons, against 11,767 tons; grain, 
59,272 tons, against 53,063 tons; provisions, 
10,578 tons, against 6,211 tons.

FROBLEM IN LEGISLATION. 


Presidents Eliot and Low Complete a 
Three Years’ Investigation of the 
Working of Liquor Laws in Eight 
States—Bad Showing for Prohibi- 
tion—Simple Tax the Best Means for 
Keeping Liquer Out of Politics— 
Saloons No Index of Drunkenness, 


DVANCE sheets. of 
an important socio- 
logical volume are 
at hand from the 
press of Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. ‘* The 
Liquor Problem {in 
Its Legislative As- 
pects’’ is the title 
ef the work amd. it 
owes its existence to 
the influential band 
of fifty investigators 
which is aiready 
widely “known as 
the ** Sociological 
Group.”” The imme- 
diate authors of this 
new book are Frederic H. Wines and John 
Koren, but their work is the result of an 
investigation made by the group in ques-

President Seth Low of Columbia, and Mr.

Three years ago this.subcommittee re- 
ceived appropriations of $6,500 for use in 
investigating the effects of the liquor laws 
in those States which should seem to furnish 
the most useful examples «The States 
chosen by President Eliot and his fellow- 
committeemen were Maine, Iowa, South 
Carolina, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, In- 
diana, Ohio, and Missouri. The men chosen 
to do the work were Dr. Frederic H. Wines 
of Springfield, IIL, and Mr. John Koren of 
Boston. 

During the intervening years these men 
have made thorough and continuous personal 
investigations in these several States. Messrs. 
Eliot, Low, and Carter now present their 
deductions from the facts thus ascertained, 
The results are of extreme interest to all 
who are seeking an answer to the trouble- 
some conundrum of how best to manage the 
drink traffic. 

The spirit of the work is scientific, not 
partisan. The authors do not lay down any 
absolute and ultimate conclusions. They 
leave that to the Prohibitionists and the liquor 
dealers. But they present some very defi- 
nite deductions as far as ertained facts 
will carry them—no farther. They have 
given us an unbiased synthetic study of 
things as they have been and are, with the 
resultant trend. This is the only sure kind 
of foundation upon which to build institu- 
tions that will stand. : 

The first thing noticed on reading this 
volume is the utter unreliability of statistics 
relating to arrests, drunkenness, and the 
number of crimes attributable to alcohol. 
** Indeed,” as President Eliot's subcomm it- 
tee remarks, ‘one of the results of these 
investigations is that no secure conclusicns 
cam be based on any such statistics now in 
existence.””

prohibitory legislation is the’ worst of all in these 
respects. 

The authors do not put their fingers upon 
any one method and call it the best. But 
they point out the fact that the Ohio method 
of a simple tax obviates all the corrupting 
political effects noted under prohibition. The 
present Ohio tux of $250 is pronounced far 
too low, but the general trend of affairs un- 
der this system is regarded as “ weighty 
recommendations of the law.”’ 

The South Carolina State monopoly is 
shown to have some excellent points, but 
these are counterbalanced by the fact that 
the system has immediately built up a 
powerful and dangerous political machine 
with the Governor as its head. In regard 
to local option, the Missouri provisions are 
designated as ‘“‘ the completest and justest 
of all.”” The Iowa mulct law is pronounced 
good in its material results, but demoraliz- 
ing because of the verbal subterfuge re 
sorted to in the attempt to obviate a frank 
admission that prohibition has been a fail- 
ure. Indiana@is beiieved to be on the 
threshold of a long agitation.

Maine has had prohibitory laws for more 
than half a century and now has a pro- 
hibitory clause in its Constitution. Yet 
in Portland there are shown to be 182 places 
where liquor fs more or less openly sold, 
while bottle vendors and various other 
agencies are dispensing concoctions pro- 
ductive of unusually violent forms of drunk- 
enness. If a policeman’s attention is called 
to a group of drunken boys lying on the 
wharf the informer is told to mind his own 
business. In St. Louis, where the saloons 
are numerous and unrestrained, ‘* public 
order is excellent, and arrests for drunken- 
ness are relatively few.” The authors draw 
no conclusions from these facts except to 
assert that the number of saloons has little 
to do with the amount of drunkenness. 

It cannot be positively affirmed that any one 
kind of liquor legislation has been more success- 
ful than another in promoting real temperance. 
Even when external improvements have undoubt- 
edly been effected by new legislation, it often re- 
mains doubtful, or at least not demonstrable, 
whether or not the visible improvements have been 
accompanied by a diminution in the amount of 
drinking. Thus, a reduction in the number of 
saloons in proportion to the population undoubt- 
edly promotes order, quiet, and outward decency; 
but it is not certain that the, surviving saloons 
sell less liquor in total. Nor is it certain that pri- 
vate drinking is not increased. But the wise 
course for the community at large Is to strive after 
all external, visible improvements, even if it be 
impossible to prove that internal, fundamental 
improvement accompanies them. 

The chapter on Maine is especially inter- 
esting and cannot fail to cause more or less 
commotion in that State. The investigators 
have made a study by counties, and have 
lafd bare the exact state of affairs. The 
showing is bad for prohibition, the alarming 
prevalence of perjury and hypocrisy being 
one of the worst indications. The authors 
conclude that the drinkers still drink as 
much as before, and that ‘‘men who ab- 
stain do so voluntarily, not because of the 
law.’’ The systematized bribery and cor- 
ruption, especially in Portland, more than 
offset the good effects of the law upon the 
youth of the State. 

The whole book tends to confirm one’s be- 
lief that the question of temperance is an in- 
dividual moral question to be settled by each 
man for himself; that regulations which keep 
the saloon out of politics are the best, and 
that the prohibitive system is the worst of 
all in this regard. 

The style of the book is compact, logical, 
just, and forcible. It is an unusually valua- 
ble contribution to current sociological 
knowledge, and is a rich promise for the

Fresh eggs may be had considerably 
cheaper than last week. Within three or 
four days the wholesale price has fallen 
from 15% cents to 13% cents, owing to the 
milder weather, which enlarges the receipts, 
and eges are, retailed on sucha narrow mar- 
gin that the small buyer will benefit by 
about a corresponding difference of two cents 
a dozem 

Green peas in the pod are coming in much 
finer than they were a week ago, and also in 
larger quantities. The best of them can be 
had at 65 cents for a half-peck basket. 
Those not strictly fresh retail at five cents 
a@ quart and upwards. 

Strawberries are also cheapening as they 
become more plentiful Where a few days 
ago retailers asked $1 and $1.25 a quart for 
them, they are now glad to get 50 and 60 
cents, some choice berries coming a shade 
higher.

Will Select a Representative Commit- 


tee of Leading Business-Men to Act » 


with Their Chosen General and the 
Regular Executive Body—Pease and 
Herts at First Excladed from the 
Candidates’ Conference, but Later 
Admitted—Judge Sears’ Views. 


No time’is to be lost by the Republicans in 
opening their campaign. Already the pre- 
Viminary work is under way. The four nom- 
inees, Judge Sears, Roy O. West, Charles 
Gross, and Frederick Lundin, had a confer- 
ence yesterday afternoon and discussed 
plans for the formation of a Campaign com- 
mittee. ; 

It was decided that Samuel B. Raymoné 
shall be the Chairman of that committee 
and direct the battle. The candidates met at 
headquarters in the Boyce Building shortly 
after 4 o’clock. John M. Smyth, Henry L. 
Hertz, and James Pease were there. 

First -the candidates conferred together. 
This was done at the request of Judge Sears. 
He had never met either Mr. Gross or Mr. 

Lundin. Sheriff Pease introduced them. 
after this formality the Judge asked Hertz, 
- Pease, and the newspaper men to retire 

from the room until he could talk with his 
“running mates. While the four were in ses- 
sion Mr. Smyth arrived and was admitted 
In a few minutes Hertz, who did not relish 
the idea of being excluded, and Pease, were 
called in. ; 


Plans as Adopted. 

At the conclusion of their session Judge 
Sears announced they had agreed to select 
‘ anywhere from fifteen to twenty-five repre- 
sentative business~men, who shall consti- 
tute a Campaign committee, to act in con- 
junction with the regular Executive com- 
‘mittee of the Republican County Central 
committee. A number of the most influ- 
ential and best-known men were suggested, 
provided they can be prevailed upon to serve. 
- Bach candidate was delegated to call upon 
those whose names were handed in by him, 
ascertain who will act, and report ata 
meeting of the full Executive committee to 
be held tomorrow afternoon. 

“The one thing we decided upon definite- 
ly,’” said Judge Sears, “‘ was that Samuel B. 
Raymond will be Chairman of the commit- 
tee. Not only is his selection perfectly 
agreeable to all of us, but we have been as- 
sured that he will assume the reaponsibility. 
It would hardly be proper to make public 
the names of those suggested for places on 
the committee, because we do not know yet 
how many or whether any of them will 
serve, but it will be desirable, when the list 
is finally ‘made up, to give it as wide publica- 
tion as possible.’’ 

Fighting to Begin Next Week. 

While all these preliminaries are being ar- 
fanged now, the campaign will not begin 
actively, probably, before the middle of next 
week. Some of the men selected as members 
of the committee are out of the city and will 
not return in time to get organized short of 
a week from today or tomorrow.

TEACHERS FAYOR THE PENSION LAW. 


Saturday Meeting in Central Music 
Hall to Be a Great Demonstra-~ 
tion for the Measure. 


Central Music Hall at 10 a. m. next Satur- 
day will witness probably the largest turn- 
out and the most exciting meeting of school 
teachers ever held in Chicago. It is de-~ 
sigred as a demonstration of the almost 
universal favor in »which the teachers hold 
the school teachers’ and employés’ pension 
and retirement law. But all the teachers 
and principals who do not attend to give 
the law their support will probably be pres- 
ent through curiosity, so the whole 4,500 
may be expected to be there. ’ 

Principal Buzzell of the Irving Park School 
said yesterday: ‘ 

** The position of the principals with refer- 
ence to this law has been misunderstood and 
misrepresented. With a very few excep- 
tions we are not enemies of the law. We 
see grave defects in it, and still we do not 
care to have it either repealed or amended. 


All we want is to be Satisfied that it is con- ' , 


stitutional. We are afraid that after we 
have made a number of payments it will 
get into the courts and be declared uncon- 
stitutional, and then we will lose all we have 
paid, and those who have been retired will 
have neither pension nor position.”’ 

Louis O. Kohtz, a member of the Board 
of Education, said: ‘*“I am in favor of let- ' 
ting the Jaw stand as it is until it has been 
given a fair trial. It was drawn by Mr. 
Thornton, who is a lawyer, and I cannot 
believe it as bad as some try to make out. 
If it works a hardship on some, I for one 
would be in favor of adding 1 per cent to all 
salaries so as the benefit shall be free to 
all and be a real pension instead of a mutual 
benefit. I am opposed to a test case, be- 
cause I am afraid it would result in the law 
being declared unconstitutional, leaving us 
without this law ora better one.’”’
